SAY BERNSTORFF’S SON 
POSED AS AN AMERICAN 


Havana Hears He Displayed a 
United States Passport WhenHis 
Nationality Was Questioned. 
Special Cable. to THD NEW YORK TIMES 


HAVANA, Dec. 22.—Reports were cir- 
culated today upon the arrival of the 


Spanish steamer Montevideo from Cadiz, |, 


Spain, and New York, that among the 
passengers on the ship was a son’ of 
Count ‘von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador to .the United States, and that 
he — traveling on an American pass- 
po. . 

A minor officer and some passengers 
on the Montevideo say that young Bern- 
storff embarked in Spain and disem- 
barked in New York with seven other 
Germans, all of whom had American 
passports. The Montevideo was held 
up by the French ecruiser;Cassard soon 
after leavi Cadiz, several officials 
boarding and examining the documents 
and passengers. 

The presence of young von Bernstorff 
was discovered.and his and the other 
Germans’ passports were carefully ex- 
amined. All of these men appeared as 
American citizens. 

The officer in charge of the boarding 
per hesitated about arresting von 

ernstorff and his companions, but 
finally decided to take the passports 
aboard the cruiser and consult the com- 
mander. The latter decided, on account 
of the passports, not to molest von 
Bernstorff or’ his companiéns and al- 
lowed the Montevideo to’ proceed, after 
an eight-hour delays 

The Montevideo was held up again 
near:the.Azores by the British cruiser 
$pavex which made a two-hour inspec- 

lon. The Essex boarding party also 
noted the presence of von Bernstorff, 
but decided to allow him to proceed in 
view of the American passport: ~ 


The Spanish liner Montevideo arrived 
in New York from Barcelona and Cadiz 
Dec. 15 and left the following afternoon 
for Havana and Vera Cruz. Passengers 
who arrived heretold of, the stopping of 
the vessel by two warships on her trip. 

There was a rumor on’ board that 
among the first cabin passengers was a 
son of the German Ambassador. This 
was denied by the purser and the im- 
migration Inspectors on the ship. The 
officers of the Montevideo said the 
naval officers from the Essex paid 
particular attention to two passengers 
on account of eir having German 
names, but were satisfied that their 
passports were all right.

FORD’S PEACE PLAN 


VETOED BY NORWAY 


Official Says Mme. Schwimmer’s 
Proposal of Neutral Conference 
_” Has Been Rejected.

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Dec. 22.—In 
view of frequent statements by Mme. 
Roszicka Schwimmer, which were re- 
peated last night at a students’ din- 
ner by the Rev. Charles F. Aked, who 
said that Mme. Schwimmer had docu- 
ments fgom Governments indicating a 
welcome to an unofficial neutral con- 
ference, interest attaches to an inter- 


view granted to several American cor- 
respondents with the Henry Ford peace 
party today by a very high official of 
the Norwegian Government. This offi- 
cial said: 

‘“‘Mme. Schwimmer visited me twice 
last Spring and endeavored to obtain 
action toward a peace conference by the 
Norwegian Government. It would have 
been useless then, and is just as useless 
now. I gave her no -assurance and no 
letter regarding action by this Govern- 
ment in such a possible contingency. 

‘* According to a Scandinavian agree- 
ment made last year nothing can be 
done, by Norway without consultation 
with Sweden and Denmark. If Mr. 
Ford’s party had credentials from: the 
American Government the whole com- 
plexion of the matter would be changed, 

ut conversations muxt pass between 
the three Scandinavian Governments 
before there can be any ai:tion or any 
change ‘in the official attitude. The 
time is not ripe for peace: Interfer- 
ence ts not wanted now. Norway can 
give’ no. official recognition of any con- 
ference planned by the Ford party.”

Disdained Dardanelles Warning 
as Well as Plan to Take 
Constantinople. 


TOLD GREEKS TO KEEP AWAY 


Premier Wants British People to 
Know the Facts and How His 
Country Is Misjudged.

ATHENS, Dec. 20, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Chronicle.)—I have been: 
fortunate enough at this critical time.of 
the Greek general election to have an in- 
terview with Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Skouloudis. The Prime Minister had 
just come from the palace, where he 
had an audience of the King, ‘who for 
the second time in a few months has 
been for the time laid low with illness. 
M. Skouloudis spoke with the air of a 
man who had carried out a brave fight, 
almost as one who had for a time found 
the struggle beyond his powers. There 
was a trace of emotion in his voice as 
he spoke. 

“We are at the most critical moment 
in our history,’’ he said. ‘‘ The moment 
is, alas! even tragic, and the future is 
as black as night. I tell you this be- 
cause you are not unknown to me, be- 
cause I have confidence in your integ- 
rity and your impartiality as a jour- 
nalist. The time is come when the truth 
should be known, when the British pub- 
lic should have an opportunity of form- 
ing an unbiased judgment concerning 
Greece’s attitude and Greece’s policy. 

‘*“My country has been maligned, her 
Government has been attacked; yet I 
say, in all sincerity, the fault isnot ours. 
We have tried to play the game, as you 
English say, and if we have failed I 
maintain it is the four-power alliance, 
not we, who are responsible. In my own 
way as head. of the Governnient I have 
earnestly sought to see eye to eye With 
the four-power entente. If Greece is not 

mg whole heartedly on your: side 
today-it is because your statesmen and 
your diplomatists—I am spéaking’ m 
general terms of the quadruple powérs 
—have failed in their duty. toward their 
respective countries and toward Greece. 


Tried to Spare Macedonia. 


“Wholly and disinterestedly.I en- 

deavored to avoid a conflict in Mace- 
donia. I sought to prevent poor Mace- 
donia ‘being given over afrésh to the 
horrors of war, being visited with fire 
and sword, being pillaged perhaps and 
sacked. My poor country! Oh, that I 
could have saved her from this era of 
blood and rapine!’”’ 
- Overcome with the thoughts of which 
he spoke, the aged statesman bowed his 
head on his hands and was silent for a 
few minutes. Then he spoke again. 

‘‘ The Allies have flouted and angered 
Greece instead of placating us. Instead 
of dealing with us frankly they have 
coquetted with Bulgaria while treating 
us disdainfully. The result is the Allies 
have fallen between two stools. The 
error of the allied powers’ diplomacy 
have been many. They have suffered 
from the folly of divided courtsels, and 
now there is an attempt to throw the 
blame on Greece. 

‘“‘If the Allies had come frankly to 
Greece and her Premier; if they had 
said, ‘Come in with us, we want your 
aid, and you may count on clearly de- 
fined recompenses at the end of the 
struggle,’ Greece, I affirm, would not 
have hesitated for a single minute with 
this or any other Government in power. 
Instead of this, England and France 
began by demanding sacrifices from' 
Greece. . 

“We were asked to co-operate with' 
the Allies in the Dardanelles, and at the: 
Bame time were asked to relinquish, 
Kavalla and Seres to our bitterest foes, ; 
to give up, in fact, those of our richest: 
provinces 
Greek blood. We were free to shed our 
blood in an attempt to force the Darda- 
nelles, but we were warned that on no! 
account were we to dream of marching 
to Constantinople in the event of allied 
success, In fact, in deference no doubt 
to Russia, it was expressly forbidden 
in the event of your success for the 
Greeks to show their national flag 
within fifty miles of the ancient Byzan- 
tine capital. 

Sentiment Still for Allies. 

‘“* After all, Greece, too, nourishes her: 
national dreams and ambitions, and if 
our eyes turn from time to time east- 
ward, who shall say this aspiration is an 
unworthy one’ because it emanates from 
Greek hearts? .Let me say further, that ; 
much as we have felt the bitterness of | 
the treatment accorded to us, we have 
striven to forget the indignities heaped 
upon us, and throughout the whole 
wretched business our sentiments ever 
have been on the side of the Allies. We 
have not forgotten the England of yes- 
terday. We have not forgotten Glad- 
stone and his noble labors in the cause 
of Greek freedom. . Our culture today 
is largely of the Occident. Our thoughts 
more often have turned towards Eng- 
land and France than towards Germany. 
The concrete, scientific achievements 
of the latter have not been lost upon us, 
but where is the Greek heart that forgets 
tthe land that gave us Byron?- You have 
bullied us; we have simply turned the 
other cheek meekly and uncomplainingly. 
We honestly sought to aid you, and 
proffered you aid which you rejected. 

“In proof of what I say, I will tell 
you something not generally known. 
When you embarked on the Dardanelles 
expedition we warned you of its diffi- 
culties and dangers. We emphasized 
the improbability of success on the lines

BERLIN, Dec. 22, (by Wireless to 
Sayville, L. I.)—Emperor William has 
postponed the trip he had planned mak- 
ing to the western front, the Overseas 
News Agency announces, a slight indis- 
position making it necessary for him to 
remain indoors for a few days. 

The agency’s announcement describes 
the Emperor’s ailment as “a slight in- 
flammation of the cellular system.” 


LONDON, Thursday, Dec. 23.—A dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph Com- 
pany from Amsterdam says: 

‘“‘Emperor William is suffering from 
a bad cold. He is under the care of 
throat specialists, and confined indoors. 
He was greatly fatigued by his recent 
strenuous traveling and must take spe- 
cial precautions. The Crown Prince will 
pay a short visit to his father during 
the holidays. 

An official message, received here to- 
day from Berlin, ‘describes Emperor 
William’s illness as ‘‘ zellgewebentzu- 
endung,” (more frequently given as 
“ bindegewebentzuendung.’’) 


Dr. S. J. Meltzer of the Rockefeller 
Institute of New York last night de- 
scribed the illness of the Kaiser as 
stated in German words in a dispatch 
from London yesterday, as an “ inflam- 
mation of ‘the subcutaneous tissues.” 


He could not say anything as to the 
seriousness of the ailment because its 
locality was not given, but thought .it 
possible that the illness ‘was near or 
about the ear, as the Kaiser had suf-’ 
fered from it last January... 

A little more than a year ago, on Dec. 
8, 1914, theré was official “admission: 
that the Emperor was really ‘ill, the 
announcement stating that he was -saf- 
fering from a feverish bronchial catarrh.: 
It was said, however, that he was able 
to give his attention to reports on the 
situation from the General Staff. ; 

All sorts 6f rumors were circulated in 
consequence of the knowledge of the 
German ruler’s illness, and it was even 
reported in London at one time that he 
was dead. The authorized statement 
on Dec. 10 stated that he had improved, 
and it was not long afterward that ‘he 
resumed his usual activities. | 

From Nov. 12 to 19, 1907, the Kaiser. 
was at Windsor Castle. While there-he: 
developed an inflammation of the throat 
so that for a few days his voice was 
inaudible, until he consulted a London 
specialist. In his youth he suffered.se- 
verely from throat and ear inflamma- 
tions, and on one occasion, at the age 
of 8, contracted an abscess in an inner 
ear. His hearing was never impaired, 
however.

In a@ long war 
succesS depends mainly upon the re- 
spective financial resources of the com-~ 
batants and the consequent.power. of one 
of them to maintain or add-to its fight- 
ing ‘Strength while the others are declin- 
ing.

“The task of finding the greater part 
of the immense sums of money needed 
by the Allies igs the especial duty of the 
British people, for they, in particular, 
Possess the necessary financial re- 
sources. Their manufacturing power is 
unreduced by invasion; their cities un- 
destroyed; their ports not shut off. The 
income of the British people hag been 
majntained at a sigh level. Exports, 
though not so great as before the war, 
are greater than in 1909. The income 
from capital invested abroad has been 
reduced but little; the earnings of ship- 
ping are greater than ever, and the 
factories are big full time. 

‘‘ Moreover, the effect upon oduc- 
tion of the great army’s mobilization 
has been largely neutralized by the 
more vigorcus and effective work of 
the civilian population, particularly the 
women. The average individual in- 
come is much in excess of any total 
heretofore reached. 

‘“‘In the current calendar year the 
British people will spend. £1,300,000,000 
($6,500,0U0,000) on War and government; 
next year, £1,800,000,000 ($9,000,000, U0U.) 
To raise this sum is a stupendous task 
which will try the mettle of the na- 
tion as it has not been tried in a hun- 
dred years. The task demands the 
strenuous co-operation of every man, 
woman, youth, and maiden—that the 
nation’s energies be concentrated . on! 
the production. of really “essential ;

“The nation. must. avoid the con- 
sumption of all non-essentials, and 
even restrict the consumption of es- 
sentials to the limit. of efficiency. In- 
dividuals possessing securities market- 
able abroad must sell them to pay for 
goods and munitions for which no other 
means of payment can be provided. 
Only by all classes adding to and care- 
fully husbanding their income, by sell-

DESCENT ON VARNA 
MADE DURING A FOG 


No Official Confirmation Yet of 
Landing by Russians—Heavy 
Bombardment Heard.

LONDON, Thursday, Dac. -23.—While 
the Russian Embassy here stated yes- 
terday that there was no official con- 
firmation of the reported Russian land* 
ing at Varna, an Athehs dispatch to The 
Daily News, Gated Wednesday, says the 
Russian disembarkation started Monday. 
A Times telegram, dated Bucharest, 
Dec. 21, says: ; : 
“According to telegrams from Balt- 
chik, a Russian fleet of about. forty 
vessels appeared yesterday morning off 
Cape Kali-Akra and proceeded south in 
the direction of Varna. Shortly after- 
Wards a violent bombardment was 
heard, accompanied by several ex- 
plosions, but owing to the prevalence 
of fog a view of the action Was not ob- 
tainable. 

‘According to official information, 
the Russian fleet, apparently including 
a number of transports, anchored on 
Sunday off Cape Kali Akra. Barly next 
morning two torpedo boats proceeded in 
the direction of Varna and returned at 
about 8 A. M. Shortly afterward four 
large warships passed Baltchik at full 
speed and arrived off the promontory 
of Eusinograd, where they extended in 
liné of battle and began to bombard 
Varna with guns of heavy calibre. 

“The shore batteries replied, the 
bombardment continuing till 10 o’clock, 
when it ceased, apparently, owing to 
the prevalence of fog, and the squadron 
returned to Kaliakra about noon. 

“Simultaneously with this bombard- 
ment two Russian gunboats opened fire 
on the Bulgarian frontier near Ekrene.” 

Commenting on the Varna reports the 
naval correspondent of The Times sug- 
gests that the vessels described as 
transpofts were really minesweepers.

DETAINED AS KOENIG’S AID. 


Robert McCauley, Named in Note- 
book, Questioned by Police. 


Robert McCauley, whose name was 
mentioned in the notebook of Paul Koe- 
nig which was seized by the Depart- 
ment of Justice men-after Koenig’s ar- 
rest, was found at Twenty-fourth Street 
and Ninth Avenue last night and taken 
to Police Headquarters by Detective 
George Barnetz of Captain Tunney‘s 
bomb squad to be questionéd about his 
connection with Koenig. 

Fred Metzler, Koenig’s stenographer, 
is said to have indicated McCauley as 
his chief’s right-hand man. 

According. to the story, McCauley told 
Detective Barnetz; he was at one time 
third mate on a ship plying between 
New York and Havana. It was then 
that he met Koenig. A passport dated 
Feb. 4, 1915, was found among Mc- 
Cauley’s possessions, and he: explained 
that he had left this country on Feb. 12 
with a commission from a man in New 
York to sell 25,N00 horses to the Allies. 

He said that when he sailed he had 
$700 which he had received from his 
employer in the horse deal. He visited, 
according to his story, Rome, Naples, 
London, Paris, Hull City, Norway, Got- 
tenberg, Sweden, New Castle, Birming- 
ham, and other cities in nearly every 
country of Europe, all, he said, in con- 
nection with the supplying of horses: 

The police were inclined to doubt 
much of the story, because they said 
McCauley had failed to remember any 
of’ the hotels where he stayed or the 
names of any of the men to whom he 
spoke of selling horses, save in the 
case of a General Gobbia, whom he 
said he met in Rome buying grain for 
the Italian army. According to dis- 
patches from Italy, a certain General 
Gobbia was put to death there on Mon- 
Gay as a spy. McCauley declared he 
didn’t believe this man was the same 
one he had mentioned. 

McCauley returned to this country, he 
said, on Sept. 25, and then entered the 
employ of Koenig. He denied having 
done anything illegal for his employer. 


VON BRINCKEN GETS DELAY. 


Baron and Co-Defendants Ho,e to 
Have Charges Quashed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. .22.—Baron 
George Wilhelm von Brincken, attached 
to the German Consulate here; Charles 
C. Crowley, a detective, and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Cornell today obtained a delay 
until Friday to enter pleadings to 


charges of participation in German 
bomb plots.

MAVERICK INQUIRY BEGUN. 


Steamer Said to Have Been Carry- 
Ing Arms for Germans. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—A Federal 
inquiry into thee movements of the 
steamer Maverick, formerly owned by 
Fred Jebsen, a German naval officer, 
recently reported killed on a submarine, 
was begun today by John W. Preston, 
United: States District Attorney. 

Three of the crew, who returned here 
a week ago from Batavia, Java, where 
the Maverick now is awaiting a new 
crew, were questioned. Their stories, it 
was said, strengthened reports that the 
last voyage of the Maverick from the 
Pacific Coast, early in 1915, was intended 
as part of a plan to carry supplies to 
German sympathizers in British India. 

Two Hindus and two Germans, it was 
said, were carried as passengers when 
the Maverick left San Pedro, Cal., for 
Socorro Island, off the Lower California 
coast, where the schooner Annie Larsen, 
laden with arms and ammunition, was 
to have met her. The Annie Larsen was 
held at Hoquaim, Wash., by Federal au- 
thorities, and her cargo discharged there. 
After waiting a month the Maverick 
went to several Pacific island ports and 
finally to Batavia. 


MORE AMERICANS ENLISTING 


Southerners Arriving in Canada to 
Go to the Trenches.

“chief of police,’’ of having “ unlaw- 
fully and feloniously prepared a mili- 
tary enterprise,’’ to be carried on from 
American territory, against .the Domin- 
ion of ‘Canada; to ‘‘ ascertain the num- 
ber .of troops, which were being trans- 
ferred from. Canada to France and 
Great Britain, the names of the steam- 
ships, the kind and quantity of supplies 
being sent, and. other information that 
might be of use to the German Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Justice was formerly a Hamburg- 
American pier guard, and was a subor- 
dinate of Koenig’s. Koenig took advan- 
tage of the man’s nationality and race 
to send him into Canada for infor- 
mation. . 

The alleged offense occurred in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and the fact that the Gov- 
ernment has decided to prosecute indi- 
cates that the auythori-ies intend to 
handle the Teutonic spy and conspiracy 
cases with all possible vigor, no matter 
whether the crimes charged were com- 
mitted shortly after the war began or 
within the last few weeks. Justice 
ceased to draw pay from Koenig many 
weeks ago, a fact that was indicated in 


one of the books seized when Koenig 
was arrested. The entry in this book 
stated in blunt language that the Irish- 
man had done the work he was employed 
to do and that he was “ aot to be again 
employed.”’ 

The arrest of Justice was due to the 
confession made to the Federal authori- 
ties by Frederick Metzler, Koenig’s for- 
mer private secretary, who has told the 
Federal Grand Jury all that he knows 
about Koenig’s activities. Indictments 
will probably be returned this afternoon, 
according to a member of District Attor- 
ney Marshall's staff.

“On information and belief: That Paul 
Koenig and Edmund Justice, at the City 
of New York, on the 15th day of Sep- 
tember, 1914, unlawfully, wilfuily, and 
feloniously did begin and set on foot and 
prepare the means for a military enter-

Says He Is “Anti-British.” 


The warrant for Justice’s arrest was 
signed yesterday morning by Commis- 
sicner Houghton. Detectives Kiawans 
and Jentzer of the Brooklyn Detective 


Bureau went to Justice’s home, where 
they were told that he was out with his 
two children doing Christmas shopping. 
The detectives arrested him on his re- 
turn. Justice- was completely taken by 
surprise, and became angry, exclaiming: 

‘You may cut off my arms and my 
legs, but you can never say to my chil- 
dren that I was a squealer.’’

Commissioner Houghton then advised 
Justice that the crime he was accused 
of was a very serious one, and asked 
him whether he did not want counsel 
appointed. Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wood declared that a 
lawyer as prominent as — should 
be put in charge of the defense. 

hen Justice agreed to allow the 
Commissioner to appoint his lawyer Mr. 
Houghton asked former United States 
District Attorney Henry A. Wise to 
take the case. r. Wise refused, and in 
his place was appointed Carl E. Whit- 
ney of Mr. Wise’s office. 

Meanwhile, news of the arrest reached 
the law firm of Stanchfield and Levy, 
counsel for Max Breitung and Koenig 
in cases against them for alleged con- 
spiracy.

GERMANY PROTESTED 
ARMENIAN MASSACRES 


Dr. Barton Quotes Embassy Note 
to Turkish Government Pre- 
sented Last August. 


BOSTON, Dec. 22.—-The German Gov- 
ernment on Aug. 9 last filed at Con- 
stantinople a protest against the Turk- 
ish treatment of Armenians, according 
to Dr. James L. Barton, Chairman of the 
National Committee for Armenian and 
Serbian Relief, who today made public 
the text of the protest. 

In a statement quoting the official 
statement transmitted by the German 
Embassy at Constantinople, Dr. Barton, 
speaking for the committee, called at- 
tention to the fact that Count Ernst von 
Reventlow, the German naval expert, in 
a recent statement, published in the 
Tages Zeitung in Germany and cabled 
to the United States, strongly defended 
Turkey’s massacre of the Armenians on 
the basis of military necessity. 

“One wonders,’’ Dr. Barton added, 
‘‘whether von Reventlow knows that 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the Turkish Empire, after the men (who 
only were capable of revolution, but who, 
according to every known evidence, did 
not revolt) had nearly all been disposed 
of, the attack fell upon the widows and 
orphans, who were driven from their 
homes by hundreds of thousands at the 
point of the bayonet. 

“It is possible that von Reventlow 
knows that fully one-half of these refu- 
gees miserably perishtd from violence, 
exposure and starvation. He must be 
ignorant of the sickening reports made 
by many eyewitnesses—American, Ital- 
ian, British, German—civilian and ofti- 
cial, who tell of seeing these helpless 
inoffensive women “and girls brained be- 
cause they clamored for food or forced 
into Islam because uh wana they. were 
comely, of women throwing their babies 
into rivers or over precipices to save 
them from the impending horror of con- 
tinued existence. - : 

*“‘He cannot have known that on Aug. 
9 of this year, in Constantinople, the 
German Ambassador, in the name of 
his Imperial master, filed a _ protest 
against these horrors with the Turkish 
Government couched in the following 
words: 

““*The German Embassy regrets to 
have to realize that, according to in- 
formation received from impartial and 
reliable sources, acts of violence, such 
as massacres and plunders, which could 
not be justified by the aim that the 
Imperial Government was pursuing, in- 
stead of being checked by the local au- 
thorities, regularly followed the expul- 
sion of Armenians, so that most of 
them perished before reaching their 
destination. It is chiefly from the prov- 
inces of Trebizond, Diarbekir, and Erze- 
roum that these facts are reported; in 
some places, as in Mardin, all Chis- 
tians, without distinction of race or 
religion, had the same fate. 

“* At the same time the Imperial 
Government has thought it right to ex- 
tend the measure of expatriation to the 
other provinces of Asia Minor, and very 
recently the Armenian villages of the 
district of Izmit, near the capital, have 
— evacuated under. similar condi- 
tions. ; 

““* Under such circumstances the Ger- 
many Embassy, by order of its Gov- 
ernment, is cbliged to remonstrate once 
more against these acts of horror.’ ”’

— Secretary 
Lansing today issued a warning to 
American business concerns that it 
would be unwise for them in the future 
to send any one representative to more 
than one of the belligerent countries. 
The warning took the form of this an- 
nouncement, issued at the State De- 
partment: : 

‘‘In view of information received from 
American diplomatic agents, the De- 
partment of State is advising commer- 
cial and other concerns, which send

CHECK PARIS FOOD PRICES. 


Authorities Issue Lists for Public— 
Threaten Sugar Exchange. * 


Special Cable to THD NEW YORK TIMES 

PARIS, Dec. 22.—The authorities here 
have begun a campaign against the high 
prices of commodities, which average 20 
to 35 per cent. dearer than before the 
war. Two of the chief causes—high 
freights and reduced transportation facil- 
ities—are due to the war and scarcely 
curable, but commissions have been ap- 
pointed to suggest possible remedies. 

A third cause—deliberate inflation by 
speculators—will be met unflinchingly. 
Commerce Minister Clémentel yesterday 
informed President Moutard of the Su- 
gar Exchange that the Government con- 
sidered the wholesale rate of 82 francs 
per 100 kilos of No. 3 white sugar ex- 
actly seven francs too high, and ordered 
the exchange to forbid dealings there un- 
til the, price was lowered or adequate 
reasons for its present level were given. 
M. Clémentel met M. Moutard’s pro- 
testations by a threat to put on the 
market large stocks of this sugar, which 
the Government holds, at a price of 75 
francs. The press comments on his ac- 
tion favorably and expects it to be ef- 
fective. 

To prevent overcharging by retailers 
the police have instituted a system of 
weekly lists of current wholesale and 
retail prices which grocers and butchers 
must exhibit prominently on their prem- 
ises. The scheme permits the public to 
judge whether a fair price is being 
asked, but small tradesmen are not 
forced to adhere absolutely to the list 
rates when doing so would involve loss. 

The police today announced their. in- 
tention to extend the scheme as re- 
gerds butchers by issuing different col- 


meat—green for the best, then yellay. 
and then red—to protect’ the public 
against the evasion of the old list prices 
by the statement, ‘‘ They refer to the 
cneaper qualities, but I charge more 
because I sell better meat.”’ 

The public generally regards the in- 
creased cost of living as an unavoidable 
consequence of the war. Grumblers are 
often silenced by the remark, “ Any- 
how, things are much worse in Ger- 
many,’’ which quickly restores good 
humor. . 


HELD AS AN AUSTRIAN SPY: 


Swiss Arrest the Austrian Official 
Who Denounced Mrs, Hildebrandt. 


GENEVA, Dec. 22, (via Paris,)—The 
Secretary of the Austrian Consulate here, 
Herr Taussig, has been arrested on a 
charge of espionage. 

The charge, it is said, grows out of 
his alleged denunciation of Mrs. Mer- 
rick Hildebrandt of Louisville, Ky., re- 
cently expelled from Germany after her 
arrest and imprisonment on a charge 
which she said was not made known to 
her, who came to Genewa and caused a 
strong protest to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington against what she declared to be 
the unwarranted treatment accorded her 
by the German authorities.

Largest Number Taken Since the

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The Germans in 
the Vosges were partly successful to- 
day in recovering the ground on Hart- 
mannsweilerkopf captured by the 
French yesterday, when, as announced 
in today’s official bulletins from Paris, 
the French took 1,300 prisoners, the 
largest number recorded since  th.e 
Champagne drive. Artillery activity 
was general on the rest of the front, 
and damage to German defenses is re- 
ported by the French and the Belgians. 

The night report of the French War 
Office reads: 

In Belgium the artillery displayed 
activity in the region of Het Sas and 
Boesinghe. To the south of Arras 
there has been successful shelling 
around Beaurains. We exploded. a 
mine which seriously damaged an 
enemy trench along the road to Lille.

GEN. VON EMMICH DEAD. 


Victor of Liege Was Once Reported 
to Have Committed Suicide. 


BERLIN, Det. 22, (by Wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.)—The déath at Hanover 


of General von Emmich, the conquéror 
of Liége, is announced by the Overséas 
News Agency. 

General von Emmitch died of arterio- 
sclerosis. ; 

‘‘ Despite the admonitions of Emperor 
William,’’ says the news agency, ‘' Gen- 
eral von Emmich was utterly regardless 
of his health, declaring that a soldier in 
war time had no business to think of 
his personal well being.’’ 

The Genéral went to Hanover in the 
middle of October to recuperate; and 
his death was & great surprise, as few 
pérsons knéw that his condition was 
serious. He remained on active service 
until Emperor William ordered him to 
take a rest. 

General von Emmich sprang into im- 
mediate popularity at the begining of 
the war through his capture of Liége. 
Afterward he was employéd continu- 
ously in high positions in the army, dis- 
tinguishing himself in the Galician cam- 
— and the Winter battle in East 

russia, thereby enhancing the popu- 
larity he had attained. 

Although of high military rank, Gen- 
eral von Emmich never studied at the 
War Academy and never was connectéd 
with the General ot gto = being an al- 
most unprecedented cas 

His burial will take piace at Hanover 
on Chritmas Day. 


Lieut. Gen. Otto von Emmich figured 
prominently in the eet events 

war as commander of the Gérman Atmy 
of the Meuse. He was the first German 
commander with’ whom the Belgians 
came in contact. 

He laid siege to Liége on Aug. 4, 1914. 
He entered the town three days later, 
but the forts held out for another w 
He is said to have lost. 20,0v0 meh 
fore Liége was won. 

It was Genel von mich who is- 
sued a itich té6 the Belgians &t 
the bé mnihe © thé war, ooreag yd upon 
them to allow the German Army to pass. 

‘To my great regret,’”’ he said in bi 

roclamation, ‘‘ the German troops ha 

éen forced to cross the frontier, Bel- 
res neutrality having already been vio- 

ted by French officers, who, disguisea, 
entered the country in automobiles. Our 
greatest desire is to avoid a conflict be- 
tween peoples who have always been 
friends and once. allies. 

‘But we must have free passage. The 
déstruction of bridges, tunnels, or rail- 
roads must be considéred as hostile acts. 
I hope the German Army of the Meuse 
will not be called upon to fight you. We 
wish for an open road to attack thase 
who attack us. I guarantee that e 
Belgian population will not have to su 
fer the horrors of war. e will pay 
for provisions, and our soldiers wi 
show themselves to be the best friends 
of a people for whom we have the great- 
est esteem and gs ga sympathy.’ 

After.the siege of Liége it was report- 
ed that General von Emmich had com- 
mitted suicide through chagrin at his 
Ft reat losses during the siege. Since 

iége little about his activities has been 

héard. in this country. t June he

General von Emmich, who was a Prus- 
sian, was in command of the Tenth 
Corps at’ the outbreak of the war. He 
joined the army on July 1, 1866, on the 
very day of Prussia’s v ctory over Aus- 
tria at Sadowa. He fought in the war 
with France as a Lieutenant. In 1897 
he attained his Colonelcy, ahd four years 
Eres he was made a Major General and

Rabbis Sliverman and Wise and Dr.

“Bome of the leading clergymen of New

: the latest book of Professor Ernst 

ckel, the, aged zoologist and pioneer 


‘of monism, published in THE NEw Yor« 


‘TiMeus yesterday, vigorously assailed his 
| arguments that the present war has 
ended the “‘iliusion,” of the existence 
of a providential God, predestination, 
and the immortality of the soul. One 


of them described Professor Haeckel’s 


conclusions as nonsense, and on further 
consideration tore to pieces the state- 
ments of the octogenarian exponent of 


mohism. 

.** Haeckel is a great biologist,” said 
Dr. Samuel Schulman of Temple Beth- 
El, “ but hé‘is a poor philosopher. In 
fact, he is a type of’ scientist that be- 
comes a dogmatist on matters on which 
he can e#peak’ with no more authority 
than any oné’else To one acquainted 
with the writings of Haeckel that treat 
of religion and of the meaning of life, 
his views appear to be a grotesque 
combination of a materialistic monism 
and a crude and biatant Ingersollism. 
So he speaks in ‘ The Riddle of the Uni- 


verse.’ 4 
“Now, God still lives though men re- 
fuse to obey His law. There is no more 
difference about God and immortality 
in seeing a man die in battle than there 
is in secing him snatched away by a 
microbe or carried away by an earth- 
quake. The manner of a man’s death 
hag nothing to do with the Divine plan 
for his destiny. It is very interesting to 
ebserve that an English statesman, 
Balfour, in his latest book, ‘ Theism and 
Humanism,’ comes to altogether differ- 
ént results. The fact is, were it not for 
the reality of God. the assumptions with 
which the scientists operate, uniformity 
of nature, &c., would have no basis. 
God and right and love and the. value of 
the spirit are realities despite this war. 
“*T will tell you what illusion this war 
has swept away—the flattering unction 
to our soul which a materialistic science 
has dinned into our ears for the last 
fifty years, namely, that men become 
better and more civilized because of the 
mastery over nature which enables them 
to increase their material comforts. This 
war proves that the civilization of the 
ieee is but the smallest part of human 
culture;-but that if brutal wars are ever 
to end, humanity’s heart must be edu- 
cated. Men must take seriously and 
everybody in their lives the faith in a 
God that wants them to love one an- 
other. It'is Haeckel’s gods,that have 
been swept away by this war and not 
the God of Judaism and Christianity. 


War Brings Men Back to Reality. 
Dr. William T,. Mahning, rector of 
Trinity Church, said: ‘I should not 
like to undertake to answer Professor 
Haeckel’s arguments until I had read 
the whole of his latest book on -God 


and immortality of the soul. It is a 
time_like this that brings us back to 
the foot of the cross. These mon of 
“war have brought us back to reality. 
-They have shown us once more the 
“truth about human nature. Some men 
‘had begun to talk as though there were 
no such thing as sin; as though salva- 
tion were mere superstition, and judg- 
ment an old wives’ fable. Even in the

ing. There had been a tendency to 
dwell on the Gospel as only God’s reve- 
lation to us, and not as God's redemp- 
tion of us. Christian teachers had been 
talking as though we only needed to be 
shown the right way and could then be 
fully trusted to walk in it; as though 
Christ came only tq be our opr re our 
pattern, our guide, and not. our Saviour 
and Redeemer. Today we see things 
differently. We see the facts of human 
nature as they are. We see its darker 

a lower, as well as its higher side. 
We see that we must preach the Gospel 
of the cross-as we have never preached 
it before. ‘ 

“And as we see the present effect of 
the war on men’s minds and souls we 
Naturally ask ourselves what the situ- 

on is to be when the war is ended. 

t is dangerous to prophesy, but there 

some things that already seem clear. 

. seems clear that the world will be 
new place, and that the church will 
Rave the greatest opportunity she has 
ever yet known. It seems certain that 
out of this war will come a mighty 
Ise toward democracy. With its 

rs the struggle is making toward 
‘world-brotherhood. The war has drawn 
er the East and West, and broken 

down the old barriers of race to a 
which we cannot yet fully real- 

This situation will offer to the 
ehurch a wholly new missionary oppor-

‘world to the feet of Christ. As never 
ore men will ask, ‘To whom shall 
Wwe go?’ The church must be ready 
to give the answer, or she may miss 
the greatest opportunity given to her 
in her whole history. Another need of 


the world will call as never before for 





fessor Haeckel’s book,’’ said Dr. Joseph 
Silverman of Temple Emanu-El, “is 
constrained to agree and disagree with 


him. . It is quite true, as he says, that 


so-called. Christian. ethics has ‘gone 
bankrupt. Every war is of high relation 
to all true ethics: War and the doc- 
trine of ‘Love thy neighbor as thyself’ 
are inconsistent with each other. It is 
quite true that people who love their 
neighbors cannot make war upon one 


another, and certainly cannot carry on 
an inhumane war. 

“Professor Haeckel is quite right 
when he believes or intimates that those 
who are conducting this present war or 
any war are not really Christians, be- 
lievers in God, or the doctrine of ‘ Love 
one another.’ Any one who believes in 
the highest doctrine of religion can 
never conduct offensive warfare. 

‘““When it comes, however, to the 
question. of the denial of Providence 
and predestination, or the existence of 
the Deity, or of immortality, then the 
queetes hinges on the definition of 
these, terms. If by Providence Profes- 
sor Haeckel means that God is forever 
interfering with human will, whether 
it be directed to good or evil ends; that 
predestination means that every human 
act, whim, or folly, cruelty or torture 
has been ordained since the’ beginning 
of creation; that God is a Great Being 
who can control.every: minute act of 
individuals or nations; that ‘immortality 
is a meeting again of human souls after 
death “and the continuance of life after 
death similar to life we have here, then 
I agree with Professor Haeckel] that war 
wi all its inhumanity has shaken if 
not entirely destroyed such a belief. 
But his definition of God, Providence, 
progestnation, and immortality are 
alse. He sets up straw men in order 
to overthrow them. Like most other 
atheists he creates a god whom he can 
destroy. : . 

‘God is a force: that has created, 
governs, and preserves the universe, 
and Providence under that conception 
of the Deity is merely the working out 
iP gee laws of nature to their natural 
end. ' 
‘Providence, in other words, means 
the logical and consistent process of 
the elements and forces of the universe. 


Predestination Defined. 


“ Predestination means a constitution, 
physical, méntal, and moral, with which 
every being is equipped and the circum- 
stances both physical and spiritual un- 
der which it is born. 

‘‘ Predestination is the track upon 
which the engine must run, If it runs 
off the track it destroys itself. But in 
the track it has freedom of motion. In 
other words, predestination is subject 
to improvement by the human will, 
while the very human baie itself is con- 
ditioned by the limitation Bf its physical, 
spiritual, mental, and moral equipment, 
{ts inheritance and environment. We are 
governed by our predestination and by 
our free will. There is constantly in our 
life this interplay of fate and volition. 
Immortality means the perfect exist- 
ence of the human soul, but does not 
undertake to declare under what con- 
ditions and under what processes the 
soul exists in another life. 

‘From the standpoint of these defi- 
nitions of God, Providence, predesti- 
nation, and immortality, the war dees 
not present such an intellectual . diffi- 
culty as makes it impossible to accept 
the premises. Granting these premises, 
the war is a result of the hypocrisy of 
men’ who profess to believe in God, who 

rofess to obey His law, and whose whole 
ife belies their proféssions. Not religion 
is destroyed by the war, but our belief 
in certain men whose acts have proven 
their insincérity.’’ 

When’ Dr. Christian F. Reisner, pastor 
of Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, 
read ,the extracts from Professor 
Haeckel’s latest conclusions, he said, 
** So is an ‘illusion.’ Then big 
brains are easily deluded. Scholars 
everywhere believe in Him. Faith in the 
‘illusion’ has built and sustained big 
men. Washington prayed, Lincoln was 
a devout worshipper, and McKinley 
made ‘Nearer, My God, to ‘Thee,’ 
America’s second national anthem. The 
President and Vice President of the 
United States as well as the Secretary 
of State are Presbyterian elders; every 
— in the Cabinet is a church mem- 

r. . 

‘* The war is not the result of religious 
collapse, but its neglect. Men trusted 
ships and soldiers instead of worship- 
ning and following the ways of the 
Prince of Peace. America is in danger 
at forgetting this fact.’’ ' 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of the Free 
Synagogue, on being asked to comment 
on the Views of Professor - Haeckel, 
said: Professor Haeckel’s question 
is not the question of the monist or the 
atheist alone. It is the problem of mul- 
titudes of souls racked by the spiritual 
stress of the eat war. Let not the 
Church nar churchmen imagine that 
they can lightly sneer away the worda 
of Haeckel, wnich embody the doubts 
and agonies of multitudes of heretofore 
believing souls. With the deeper im- 
emontions of the problem I purpose to 

eal in a Sunday sermon under the 
heading, ‘Why Does Not Religion and 
Religion’s God Stop the War?’ ”’ 

A number of other clergymen who 
were asked for their views declined to 
say anything because they were too

FIGHTS FOR CIVILIZATION 


He Inspires His Hearers by Telling 
of His Visit to Troops 
at the Front. 


a 


Canada stands ready to double her| 
present efforts in aid, of the mother 
country and for humanity and civiliza- 
tion, said Sir Robert Laird Borden, 
Premier of the dominion, at a luncheon 
given yesterday in his honor at the Ho- 
tel Biltmore by the Canadian Club. 

His address roused his listeners to a 
high pitch of enthusiasm’ as he told 
of his own viSit to the front and of the 
way_the soldiers from the land of the 
maple leaf had‘fought side by sisde with 
the Allies, 

At the front, the Premier said, he 
had seen 30,000 men in review and had 
beheld all that was left of the Canadian 
forces which had gone to Europe in 
October, 1914. 

“I had the privilege,’’ continued he, 
“of addressing from 900 to 1,000 con- 
valescents, and I have never known. 
anything so inspiring as the presénce 
of such an audience. These were the 
men who had come back from the Val- 
ley of the Shadow of Death. They had 
known well the terrible life of the 
trenches and they had braved-a hither- 
to unknown means of warfare. Yet 
they had held their ground and had 
saved the day not only:for Great Brit- 
ain, but for all the civilized nations. 
One needed only to look into their faces 
to read there their detérmination to do 
their duty to the end. . 

‘We are not.a military nation in 
Canada, but like the people of the 
United States we desire to follow in the 
paths of peace. There was little thought 
that we should be called upon to endure 
the test, but when it was necessary the 
spirit of the people rose to meet a crisis 
and was true to the history and the 
traditions of the nation.” : 

Sir Robert said that from all parts 
of Canada recruits went to join the 
colors and some of them even walked 
for hundreds of miles to enlist. Such 
a spirit was shown in :the Dominion as 
he had seen in France where the men 
had gone to the war and the crop was 
not only planted but harvested by the 
women and children. He said the United 
States and Canada were kindred nations 
though existing under different forms of 
government. Canada, he wished it un- 
derstood, was in the war because she? 
believed that the cause for which she 
was fighting was a just one. 

‘* Canada,” he continued, ‘‘has sent 
forward very large forces indeed, but 
our efforts may have to be doubled.

WANTS LOYALTY BY LAW. 


Lewis Would Withdraw Citizenship 
from the Unworthy. s: 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22.— Senator 
James eepitton Lewis of Illinois, ‘in dn 
address before the New England Society 
tonight on the activities of foreign-born 
citizens condemned in President Wilson's 
recent address to Congress, said: 

‘‘Tt is appropriate to call attention to 
the truth that the native-born American 
citizen has been the educator of the 
foreign-born adopted American citizen. 
For thé last ten years there has been 
nothing in America which the native- 
born American could find to praise, 
Everything has been unworthy of sup- 
port or credit. . 

“The result was that in the last 
twenty years the new-born American 
and the imported American has known 
nothing of ‘America except that it was 
a place where all other Americans cer- 


tified there were no men of honor,’ no 
things of decency, no institution ~ in 
which any man could have a purpose 
except to overthrow as being unworthy. 

‘‘As a remedy we should promptly 
establish by law that the right of. a 
citizen to participate in elections is‘a 
duty; that the failure of the citizen to 
perform his duty at the ‘ballot box con- 
secutively for a certain length of time 
should be punished by having the right 
of suffrage withdrawn from him. 

“To this there should be added the 
further law enforcing upon all who have 
enjoyed the benefits of naturalization 
the duty to comply with citizenship as 
loyal Americans and prescribing that 
any citizen whose conduct is such as 
to be nwoey of citizenship should, 
under the proof of such fact, have the 
citizenship withdrawn by the order of 
the courts.’’ ‘

Forefathers’ Day Diners Ap- 
plaud Borden's Pledge to 
Fight to the End. 


STETSON LAUDS CANADIANS 


And Welcomes Their Premier as Al- 
lied to Americans “in 


Spirit and in Hope.” 


New England and Canada stretched 
hands across the border at last evening’s 
dinner—the one hundred and tenth—of 
the New England Society at the Wal- 
dorf Astoria, at which Sir Robert L. 
Borden, Premier of the Dominion, was 
the guest of honor and spoke of 
Canada’s determination to see the war 


.through as a conflict of the ideals of 


civilization with those of the jungle. 

‘““The Canadian pgople are impressed 
with the most earnest and intense con- 
viction,” -he said, ‘‘ that our cause is 
just and that it will prevail. Undoubt- 
edly it concerns the power, Influence, 
and destiny of our empire. But we are 
convineed beyond %&ll question that this 
conflict is of vastly wider significance 
and that its determination must exercise 
a@ profound influence upon the world’s 
future. And because the future of the 
world’s civilization is at stake Canada 
is prepared to fight it out until the end. 
And when I say Canada is prepared to 
fight it out until the end I mean pre- 
cisely what I say, and I know that I ex- 
press the sentiment of the Canadian 
people. We are fighting against jungle 
ideas and jungle ideals, and we believe 
that any nation or nations founded upon 
jungle creed must .revert to the jungle 
whence it sprang. 

“It is for’ the ‘Tsture of the world that 
we fight to the end!” 

Here the speaker was interrupted by 
vociferous and prolonged appines: 

‘Then, too,’’ he continued, ‘‘ we take 
part in this struggle because the des- 
tiny of the world-wide British Common- 
wealth is our destiny, because as one of 
its great nations .we are determined to 

reserve its power and influence, and 
hasause we conceive that as one ‘of 
those nations there is for us the nighest 
opportunity to advance the cause of hu- 
manity and civilization, to do our part 
worthily in the world’s work.”’ 

Francis Lynde Stetson, President of 
the New England Society, spoke cf the 
common interests of the United States 
and the Dominion, and won prolonzed 
applause when he protested against the 
aleee by foreign-born citizens of their 
duties and rights under this Govern- 

ent. 
me In the fulness of time our familiar 
‘Forefather’ is meeting with a term 
of different, though related, import. 
From many sides sounds in our ears 
the term ‘ Fatherland,’ and not always 
melodiously or harmoniously. All honor 
and sympathy to all loyal citizens of 
the United States, wherever born, who 
without failing or faltering in_ their 
support of the Government of the 
United States still recall with affection 
and pride the virtues and glories of 
the old home across the seas. Surely 
we of New England would never deny 
them that. But in common with the 
rest of the American people we do im- 
pose one condition—that is, we pas- 
sionately deny the right of any one 
calling himself an American citizen to 
flout or to embarrass the American 
Government in the discharge of its dit- 
ficult duty of preserving peace with all 
other nations. There may be, and there 
are, for our diverse citizenship various 
‘Fatherlands,’ but for us all there is 
but one country to which we owe al- 
legiance. The birth or the oath of 
every American citizen binds him to 
the American soil, and thenceforth his 
national anthem must be, ‘ This is my 
own, iny native land.’ Upon this, our 
North. American continent, we have 
never learned that hate which is a con- 
suming hatred, and we must never do 


After referring to the pilgrimets of 
5,000 New Englanders in 1783 into Can- 
ada and the assistance that Canada 
rendered the Union armiés during the 
civil war, Mr. ,Stetson paid tribute to 
the 1,700 Americans who are now fight- 
ing with the Canadian forces. 

** Now, in the hour of Canada’s trial,” 
he said, ‘‘ an entire legion of Americans 
born this side of the boundary is march- 
ing under the maple leaf flag upon 
which the bravery of Canadians has re- 
flected undying glory. ‘There, as here, 
the abiding belief is that ‘ righteousness 
exalteth a nation.’ To every people act- 
ing upon this belief we are allied in 
spirit and in hope, and the representa- 
tives of this nation to the north are as 
welcome to our festival of freedom as 
though to their own.”’ 

Elihu Root came in for an. ovation 
wher President Stetson referred to him 
as ‘‘ New York’s finest contribution to 
the service of our country at Washing- 
ton since Alexander Hamilton made it 
our national capital.’’ 

All the speakers of the evening said 
that the world might draw a lesson 
from the peace that had existed on the 
unprotected borders of Canada and the 
United States for the 9 century by 
virtue of the agreement as to the non- 
maintenance of armed forces on the 
Great Lakes and other parts of the 
boundary. 

Senator Theodore E, Burton of Ohio 
spoke on “Our Fathers’ Days and 
Ours.” He made no reference to the 
national defense program, but contented 
himself with complimentary references 
to the réle New England had played 
in the history of the country. 

“ Blood will tell,” he said. ‘‘ The in- 
fluence of ancestry cannot be lost. There 
is assuredly no more conspicuous illus- 
tration of the influence of early ideals 
than that of the early settlers of New 
England upon their descendants. The 
value of such a heritage is illustrated 
by this celebration of Forefathers’? Day 
which has been enthusiastically main- 
tained by this society for more than a 
century. The Twenty-second of Decem- 
ber has a certain sacredness which gives 
it a place beside Independence Day. 

“I am not willing to accept the wide- 
ly accepted idea that we have fallen be- 
low the ideals of our fathers’ days. No 
doubt they had a devotion infiritely 
higher than that which characterizes 
those who are engulfed in the swelling 
tides of action, but in surroundings in- 
finitely changed and with new respon- 
sibilities the children of New England 
and all our population have minds that 
are open and hearts that are ready to 
take up the burdens of the present and 
in passing on to leave their legdcy to 
the future.”’ 

Senator Burton made a strong plea for 
strict ret bee! on the part of the citi- 
zens of the United States, not only as a 
duty to their country, but as a duty to 
the world. 

‘‘ Now, when a war of colossal propor- 
tions holds half the world in its grasp, 
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bells are -not *elli 
dead; instead they peal out merrily as 
of old. 

‘““No land or tinent restr } our 
energies; the knowledge and Oe eene 
ures of the earth are ours; with our 
broader, unlimited outlook the suffer- 
ings and woe of other lands should 
awaken no sentiments except those of 
sympathy and desire to aid them, 

‘‘With our country at peate now, and 
strong alike in peace and war, we will 
take the lead the world’s civiliza- 


tion.

$1,800 Sent In After Announce- 
ment That the 100 Cases 
Are All Relieved. 


CHARITY TO BE EXTENDED 


Many Others Not on the List Pub- 
lished in The Times Can Be Pro- 
vided for with the Surplus. 


The desire of generous persons in New 
York to relieve suffering among the poor 
at this Christmas time has not been sat- 
isfied by merely providing for the most 
urgent requirements of the 100 neediest 
cases, described in THe New York 
Times. Gifts amounting to more than 
$1,800 flowed in to the Christmas fund 
yesterday, although it had been an- 
nounced that enough, and more than 
enough, to relieve the 100 cases had 
been contributed already 

The surplus accumulated up to this 
time, @nd such gifts to the fund as are 
made between now and Christmas, will 
be used in bringing Christmas joys to 
others as deserving of aid as the 100 
cases for which Tug Times made its 
appeal. The Christmas fund is now 
$26,919.43. This means a very carnival 
of relief work has been made possible 
at this holiday season by the genero.s 
responses to THe TIMES appeal in be- 
half of the 100 cases. ‘ 

Every cent of the money in this fund 
is to be used for actual relief, and none 
of the four charities in charge of the 
holiday relief will use any of the money 
for their own administration expenses. 

The gifts which were specified as being 
for particular cases have eliminated 
sixty-six of the 100 on the list. The 
other contributions will first be used to 
provide for the remaining thirty-four 
cases, and whatever is left will. be de- 
voted to general Christmas relief work. 
And the tour societies know well where 
that relief work is needed most. 

Of the total contributions up to last 
night the Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor has received $9,- 
429.34, the Charity Organization Society 
$3,375.03, the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation $5,485.83, the Brooklyn Bureau of 
Charities $2,050, and THp NEW YORK 
TIMES $1,581.23. 

Contributiong to the fund yesterday 
were: To the Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, $647; to the 
Charity Organization Society, $392; to 
the State Charities Aid Association,

CANAL NOT FULLY OPEN. 


War Department Warns Against 
Routing Ships That Way. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—To head off 
a rush of vessels to the Panama Canal, 
now partly reopened, the War Depart- 
ment tonight issued a warning to ship- 
ping interests that no predictions could 
be made as to when a stable channel 
would be opened, and that resumption 
of routing ships via the canal at this 
time would embarrass Governor Goeth- 
als’s work. 

“There have been several reports re- 
cently in the newspapers regarding the 
passage of vessels through the Panama 
Canal,’’ said the statement. ‘A cable- 
gram asking for information was sent 
to the Governor on the Isthmus, and a 
reply, dated Dec. 21, has been received, 
from which it would seem that a tem- 
porary opportunity to pass small craft 
drawing about 15% feet or less was 
taken advantage of, and certain vessels 
which had been held since the canal 
was ‘closed were allowed to pass the 
slides on Dec. 20. 

“Tf a similar opportunity offers e 


few additional vessels of a greater 
draught, which have also been held 
since the closure of the canal, will prob- 
ably be passed through, but the Gov- 
ernor warns that conditions are very 
unstable, and it is impossible to esti- 
mate in advance what;the probable 
available channel will be at any suc- 
ceeding date. 

“The Governor still states that no 
predictions can be. made of the probable 
date of opening, and he is extremely 
anxious to prevent a premature resump- 
tion of the routing of ships via the 
canal, which would be sure to embar- 
rass the work and would result in the 
delay of the final opening of a stabie 
channel. He also calls attention to the 
fact that such a premature resumption 
would be expensive to shipping inter- 
ests on account of unavoidable delays 
to shi that might have to be held for 
an-indefinite period. 

‘When conditions are such as will 
permit an accurate prediction relative 
to the opening of the canal, all interests 
will be promptly notified.’’

UPTILTED TILL A.M. 


Mayor Says This Hour Will Give 
Every One Ample Time for 
a Late-Supper. 


TO CELEBRATE 1916 BIRTH 


Compromises on Time. Limit for 
Cafes and Hotels with Clergymen 
After Talk with Woods. 


Mayor Mitchel decided yesterday to 
allow a partial lifting of the lid on 
New Year’s Eve. The Mayor: compro- 
mised with the clergymen who have 
been appealing to him not to allow all 
night licenses to cafés in the White Light 
belt by agreeing to allow proprietors 
of hotels, cafés, and cabaret shows to 
remain open until 3 A. M., one hour 
longer than is now allowed for places 
of this character with special license. 
In a letter to William H. Anderson, 
State Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League of New York, the Mayor said 


people who wanted to celebrate the 
coming of the New Year in an orderly 
way. 

The Mayor arrived at his decision 
after a conference with Police Commis- 
sioner Woods. He said: 

“A compromise between the anti- 
saloon forces and the proprietors. of 
cafés had to be arrived at because 
sentiment is pretty strong against spe- 
cial licenses. I think the arrangement 
I have outlined ought to satisfy all, as 
I do not believe there are many people 
who want to continue their celebration 
after 3 o’clock.’”’ 

Mayor Recognizes Custom. 

In his letter to Superintendent Ander- 
son, the Mayor said: 

“It is certainly not my intention to 
take any action with reference to all- 
night licenses on New Year's Eve which 
would encourage excessive drinking and 
revelry. We must recognize, however, 
the fact that it is the custom in this 
town of many years’ standing, for an 
unusually large number of people to go 
to restaurants on New Year’s Eve. In 
recognition of this it seems to me wise 
to grant, as the law empowers me, to 
restaurants of good reputation, a spe- 
cial lieense which will enable more peo- 
ple than usual to take a late supper 
on this one night of the year. 

‘* Most of those who go to restaurants 
go merely to celebrate with their 
friends the coming of the new year, 
without the disorder to which you ob- 
ject. Permission to restaurants to re- 
main open will not be granted except 
upon the basis of their good reputation 
as established by experience. It does 
not seem to me to be necessary, nor do 
respectable citizens desire, that people 
should remain in restaurants past the 
time that will enable them to meet their 
friends and celebrate the coming of the 
new year in an orderly way. ' 


Restaurants Open Till 3 A. M. 


I shall, therefore, refuse to give to 
any restaurant a license to stay open 
all night: I intend, however, to ex- 
tend to restaurants of good reputation, 
for this night only, the privilege of re- 
maining open until 3 o’clock, which is 
one hour beyond the closing time for 
restaurants which regularly hold _ these 
licenses. I have instructed the Police 
Commissioner to see to it that decency 
and order are everywhere maintained. 
Restaurants. that permit drunkenness or 
disorder will be refused similar pro- 
vision in the future.’’ 

The Mayor has received about 200 
applications for all-night licenses for 
New Year’s Eve. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that all of these applications will 
be granted. None will be granted where 
the Police Department reports are un- 
favorable. Last New Year’s Eve all- 
night licenses were issued and the places 
receiving them were allowed to remain 
open until 6 o’clock. This year no liquor 
will be permitted to be sold after 8 
o’clock, but a reasonable time will be 
allowed for patrons to leave. 

There are at present twenty-eight 
places in newspaper and market dis- 
tricts that. have licenses allowing them 
to remain open all night for the con- 
venience of night workers: These _li- 
censes will not come under the New 
Year’s Eve rule.

Henry Keller, 28 years old, of 614 
Prospect Place, Brooklyn, a track in- 
spector on the Brooklyn subway, was 
found last night lying beside the track 
with his skull crushed and several bod- 
ily injuries.

A table of the statistics of thirty 
American cities shows that in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx 186 persons were 
murdered last year, a rate of 6.1 for 
100,000, a rate which has remained ex- 
actly stationary for twelve years. 
Brooklyn, with 94 murders last year, 
has a rate of 5.1 for 100,000. Next to 
Memphis, with the highest rate, comes 
Charleston, 8S, C., with 83.3 for 100,000. 
The first eight cities are in the South, 
where a majority of the murders are due 
to negro fights. Chicago had 217 mur- 
ders last year, New York City 280. 
Over in Philadelphia the rate is 4.6 
or 100,000, and in Boston 3-4. 

Tables show that in the decade 1904- 
1913 the average rate for all the cities 
was 7.9 for 100,000, against a rate of 
8.6 in 1914, or, in other words, the rate 
last year was 8.9 per cent., or .7 for 100,- 

» in excess of the average rate for 
the years of the preceding decade. f 
the thirty cities under consideration, 
the rate increased in twenty-one, de- 
creased in seven, and remained station- 
ary in two. 

The suicide rate increased in 1914 3.6 
per cent., while. the murder rate in- 
creased 8.9 per cent. 

Another table on the methods of mur- 
der shows that 60.6 per cent. of homi- 
cides were done with firearms, 15.1 per 
cent. with cutting or piercing instru- 
ments, and 24.3 per cent. through other 
means. Most homicide victims die be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 34.

FERRIS BILL APPROVED. 


House Committee Orders Favorable 
Report on Water Power Leases. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The Ferris 
bill for the development of water power 
on the. public lands under fifty-year 
leases to individuals, associations, or 
corporations was ordered favorably re- 
ported today by the House Public.Lands 
Committee, which had before it a letter 
from Secretary Lane approving the 
measure. In addition, Secretary Gar- 
rison, in his annual report, had recom- 
mended water-power development legis- 
lation as an aid to national defense. 
The Secretary of War said the supply 
of nitrogen, used in the making of high 
explosives, would be materially in- 
creased by a proper development of the 
nation’s water power. 

In his letter to the House Committee 
Secretary Lane said: 

“The failure to utilize the water- 
power resources is an economic waste. 
Coal, oil, gas, and timber, which could 
be conserved for the future or for use 
in localities where power is not avail- 
able, are now being consumed in places 
where inexhaustible water power could 
be had. Lands which would produce 
abundant crops under irrigation are 
lying arid and unproductive because of 
the failure to develop hydro-electric 
power which would pump water to them. 

“The nitrates in the atmosphere, a 
source of wealth and the means of pro- 
viding for the rejuvenation of existing 
soils and of providing an available sup- 
ply of necessary materials for war or 
preparation for war, continue unused be- 
cause of the lack of cheap and exten- 
sive power development. Availahle cap- 
ital lies idle because it will not be haz- 
arded upon the prehent revocable per- 
mit law.’’ 

That the Administration will press 
several conservation measures at this 
session was indicated oy the announce- 
ment of the House Committee today 
that it would meet Monday to consider 
the bill for the leasing of coal, phos- 

hate, oil, gas, potassium, and sodium 
ands.

OLD SECURITIES THE CAUSE 


Board of Education Is Protected, but 
Not the Pupils—Deposits 
Are $10,945,713. 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 22:—Representa- 
tives of the State Department of Bank- 
ing today took charge of the affairs of 
the Pittsburgh Bank for Savings, which 
failed to open this morning, and every 
effort will be made to effect a liquida- 
tion as soon as possible. G. H. Getty, ° 
@ bank examiner, who was appointed 
temporary receiver, has placed account- 
ants at work on the books. 

Small crowds coll@&ted at the en- 
trances, but there was no excitement. 
Bank officials expressed the belief that 
a 50 per cent. Wividend could be paid 
depositors within sixty days. Mr. Get-. 
ty and W. J. Jones, *President of the 
bank, issued statements today. Mr. 
Getty said the officiais were not to 
blame for mismanagement, but were 
unable to unload old securities. Mr. 
Jones said he had increased the institu- 
tion’s assets $500,000 since July,- 1913, 
when a run which lasted three days oc- 
curred, following the failure of J. S. & 
W. 8. Kuhn, Inc. 

Among the depositors are 41,000 schoo. 
children, who had $167,186.68 on deposit. 
By an agreement with the Board of Ed- 
ucation, bank collectors weekly visitea 
the 182 city schools and got the chil- 
dren’s pennies. These savings are un- 
secured. The Board of Education hac 
$201,666 on deposit, but, unlike the chil- 
dren, had good security. 

The Pittsburgh Bank for Savings was 
chartered’ in 1862 with a capital stock 
of 300,000. In 1901 it absorbed the Reai 
Estate Savings Bank, and in 1908 the 
capitalization was increased to $600,00u 
by a stock dividend from surplus. The 
officers were: President, W. J. Jones, 
Vice President, J. F. Grimes; Secretary 
and Treasurer, A. N. Voegtly. Deposits 
on Sept. 15, 1915, were $10,945,714. On 
the same date the surplus was reported 
at $403,514. 

It was stated that the bank had ap-

When she Me ager the ques- 
tion later, witness said, Miss Moseley 
replied that she would not tell, adding 
that ‘it might incriminate ’’ her. Mrs. 
Drewry testified her sister had said the 
girl was perfectly safe, and that on 
being asked how she knew this had said 
the girl had called her on the telephone 
and told her so.

Men Antis. Say Suffrage 
Binds the Legislature. 


An opinion was given out yesterday by 
the “‘ Man Suffrage Association Opposed 
to Political Suffrage for Women” con- 
cerning the power of the Legislatures in 
the States where the women lost the 
fight for the vote in the last election. It 
cites various Supreme Court decisions 
and is signed by Everett P. Wheeler, 
Chairman; Francis Lynde Stetson, and 
Henry W. Hayden. The statement is 
summed up in the closing paeeernaye 
as follows: 

“Tt is often a good way to test ‘the 
soundness of a proposition by consider- 
ing its converse. If, for example, the 
vote on the woman suffrage amendment 
had been the other way and general po- 
litical suffrage had been extended to 
women in wow ork, would any one con- 
tend that the Slature would have 

power to. limit to mee voters 
ght to vote for Presidential Bleo- 
pod If, then, it is clear that the 
islature cannot restrict the electorate 
an election for Presidential Electors 
how can it have the right to extend 
such electorate? 

“The Constitution of New York was 
adopted and can only be amended by a 
direct Vote of the people, and they have 
ust refused to strike out the word male 

y a majority of 195,000. Members of 
the Legislature are the servants and 
delegates of the people, elected to enact 
and carry out their will, expressed ac- 
cording to law.

Court Rules for New Haven In Ac- 
tion of Injured Employe.

WHITH PLAINS, N. ¥., Deo, 22— 
Because the New York, New Haven & 
Hertford Railroad Company produced 
affidavits to show that two witnesses 
for Oscar Fried, who obtained a verdict 
for $75,000 against the corporation for

000 volts, which burned off both his 
arms near the shoulders. 

At the second trial, on May 8, 1914, a 
ju awarded a verdict for $75,000,

Want A. A. U. Sanction and an 
American Team to Compete 
at Honolulu in, February. 


Special permission may be granted to 
the Hawaiian Association of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union to promote a 100- 
yard outdoor swimming .championship 
-rateé in Honolulu Harbor next Summer, 
‘as the result of a visit by Lorrin An- 
drews, Secretary of the Agsociation, to 
Frederick .W. Rubien, Chairman of the 
National. Championship Committee, at 
21 ‘Warren Street, yesterday. 

The 100-yard dash is not recognized 
by the A.A. U. as an outdoor event, but 
inasmuch as the Hawaiian Association 
is eager to promote the race, Mr. Rubien 
will ask the Championship Committee 
for the authority to issue a sanction for 
the contest. 

Mr. Andrews told Mr. Rubien many 
interesting facts in connection with 
amateur. sports in‘ Hawaii. The island 
contains some of the greatest swimmers, 
the champion, Duke Kahanamoku, being 
the best of them. It is for the purpose 
of matching the Duke, George Cunha, 
and Charles Lane against the best 
swimmers over the 100-yard distance 
that the Hawaiian Association asks for 
the 100-yard: championship to be: con- 
tested next July. 

Lane is a 17-year-old native and-is 
classed with the world’s greatest am- 
phibians, He finished third ts Kahana- 
moku and Cunha in several récord- 
breaking exhibitions, and was close up 
to the Duke when the latter established 
a mark of 531-5 seconds for 100 yards 
in Honolulu ‘Harbor on last June 11. 

The Hawaiian Association will.attempt 
to raise sufficient money to pay the ex- 
penses of the best swimmers in this 
country for -he 100-yard championship. 
Men of the calibre of Herbert Vollmer 
of Columbia University, Arthur Raithel, 
and Perry McGillivray of the Illinois 
A.C. will be invited to make the long 
trip. Mr Andrews, who is here .to com- 
plete arrangements for the trip of a 
number of American swimmers, says 
that the annual carnival will be held 
in February and water contests will be 
featured. The team from this country 
Frobably will be composed of Arthur 
Raithel, McGillivray of the Illinois A. 
C., Ludy Langer of San Francisco, Nor- 
man Ross, also of the San Francisco 
Clympic Club, and Miss Frances Cow- 
ells, who won every championship event 
for women at the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position.

Benny: Kauff, the Federal League 
“ bullet ” and relentless slugger, is the 
greatest ball player in the world. This 
information came’ first-hand, yesterday 
from Mr. Kauff himself. Benjamin, 
says he will play with the Giants next 
season and will set the Polo Grounds 
on fire. This Mr. Kauff admits. No 
bastman ever lived who could hit any 
better than Benny. He’ ts likewise au- 
thority for this détail. 

““ Pye never hit that old ball as hard 
[as I could ’’’ ‘Benny Kauff has the floor 

—‘‘ but next season when I play with 
the Giants I'm going to let myself out.’ 
If Larry Doyle hits .320, I'll hit .875— 
mebbe I'll hit a million—you watch me 
boys, watch me. 

‘I’ve got thirty-five new bats: Char- 
ley Carr made me some new ones and 
they're pippins. If I strike out, it will 
be because I don’t take my bat off my 
shoulder. Nobody could ever bat any 
better than I can.” | 

- What is the most difficult curve to 
hit, Mr. Kauff?” asked: an unenlight- 
ened person in the group ‘surrounding 
the ball player. 

“Boys, they all look alike to me, 
I hit ’em all,” replied Mr. Kauff.. 

“You should be able'to hit pretty well 
at the Polo Grounds next season, Mr. 
Kauff,’’ ventured some one. 

“Who, me? Say, boys, I’ve hit singles 
in the Federal League that went fur- 
ther than those stands at the Polo 
Grounds. Out ‘in St. Louis last season, 
Lee Magee was on the bases and we 
needed a run to win. I says to Mac, 
‘You get ready to run... Davenport was 
pitching and he shot.one over so fast: 
that you couldn't see the ball from the 
grand stand. I saw it thudgh, voys, 
and I just bunted the ball, just bunted 


goes and we win.”’ 

‘“‘But what makes me sore—” this 
is the same. Benny Kauff speaking—“‘ is 
to_poke one right on the ‘bean’ and 
have some lucky guy grab it with one 
hand. They robbed me of a lot of them 
that way last season.

COWLER OUTPOINTS FLYNN. 


‘Boston Heavyweight Slow and In- 
effective Against Australian. 


Tom Cowler, the Australian aspirant 
for heavyweight championship. honors, 
Gecisively outpointed and outfought Dan 
(Porky) Flynn of Boston in the feature 
ten-round bout last night at the Amer- 
dean Sporting Club, 127th Street and 
Second Avenue. ‘The contest was one 
of, the poorest that Flynn has partic- 
‘ipated in, and, but for the continued 
‘aggressiveness of Cowler the bout would 
have deteriorated into an uninteresting 
affair. 

The Boston heavyweight showed little 
inclination to box up to his standard at 
any time, his chief activity in the ring 
consisting of his attempts to cover his 
face with his hands so as to ward off 
the swings of the Australian. 

Cowler was always aggressive and 
confused his adversary with a _left- 
hand jab to the face, alternating with 
a right to the jaw. Although he land- 
ed often and hard with both hands on 
Flynn he was unable to floor the Boston 
heavyweight. Cowler weighed 205 
pounds and Flynn 198, 

In the opening round neither boxer 
did much work,: the session being oc- 
cupied with each feeling the. other out. 
In the second round, however, Cowler 
jabbed his more experienced opponent 
at will and administered a severe beat- 
ing with heavy blows to. the face andi 
body. Flynn stood up under the pun- 
ishment without flinching, and, al- 
though, several times he appeared to be 
weary and in a dazed condition, he re- 
covered himself and sent home some 
stinging right hand swings under Cow- 
ler’s heart. The honors of the round 
went to Cowler. ‘ 

Flynn did some good work in the third 
session, and near its end he staggered 
Cowler with a right hand swing on the 
neck. The big Australian recovered 
from the blow quickly, however, and 
continued on thé aggressive until the 


Each succeeding round after the third 
was only a repetition of the second ses- 
sion, with Cowler landing his blows at 
will and Flynn taking the punishment 
without showing any exterior effects. 
Several times Cowler forced his oppon- 
ent to the ropes, when he sent. rights 
and lefts to his face and stomach; but 
Flynn took these blows gamely and| 
would occasionally attempt to send over 
one himself. When he did his efforts 
were wild for the most part.. The tenth 
round was a whirlwind affair, with 
Cowler driving his opponent around the

AMATEUR BOXERS 
IN FAST CONTESTS 


New York and Philadelphia 
Fighters Triumph in Inter- 
City Tournament. 


Several of the -best amateur boxing 
contests ever seen in New ,York were 
witnessed by- members of ‘the Crescent 
Athletic Club last night in the inter- 
city tournament, staged_in the New 
Mconers Brooklyn gymnasium. Boxers

New York and Philadelphia repre- 
Sentatives divided the honors. Johnny 
Maloney, from the St. Rita’s Athletic 
Club, Philadelphia, captured the final 
bout in the. 120-pound division from 
Tony. Vatlan of: the Lincoln A. C., 
Boston. First prize in the 158-pound 
class was won by John Gaddi of the St. 
Bartholomew Club, New. York, interna- 
tional amateur middleweight champion. 
In the finals of this class, Gaddi 
triumphed over Adolph Kaufman of the 
Trinity Club, Brooklyn, national 158- 
pound title holder.

LEAGUE OF HEADMASTERS. 


Massachusetts Pedagogues Enact 
Strict Eligibility Regulations. 


Following the example of the leading 
private schools of New York, the head- 





masters of almost all of the large sec- 
ondary schools in Massachusetts: have 
formed a league for the purpose of con- 
.trolling scholastic athletics. The regu- 
lations which are proposed for the Mas- 
sachusetts organization are lacking 
somewhat in the severity of the rules 
formulated by the Private Schools Ath- 
letic League of the New York metropoli- 
tan district. . 

In some respects the codes of the two 
leagues are similar, but the Massachu- 
setts headmezsters have drawn up new 
clauses which might be useful sugges- 
tions to the metropolitan organization 


when its rules are brought up _ for 
adoption on Jan. 7 at the New York 
Athletic Club. 

The New Englanders do not say that 
schoolboy athletes cannot receive schol- 
arships, or that students who receive 
free tuition are ineligible for athletic 
competition, .but there are other rules 
which in severity make up for this ac- 
tion. These are the regulations as form- 
ulated at a meeting in Boston. recently

A QUADRUPLE» AMERICAN EN- 
TENTE. 

A Buenos Aires cablegram in Tues- 
day’s Times brings the imformation 
that Ambassador Naon is commis- 
sioned by Argentina to arrange a 
quadruple entente between the A BC 
nations and the United States. The 
co-operation of American nations in 
Mexican affairs probably afforded the 
general suggestion for broader and 
more permanent association. The 
specific stimulus is the similarity of 
protest respecting the treatment of 
shipping by the Entente Allies, Ves- 
sels flying the flags of both Argentina 
and the United States have been 
seized upon allegation of German 
ownership, under difference of views 
of law regarding the conclusiveness 
of the flag as proof of ownership. 
The ships and cases are transferred 
to be tried in the country making the 
seizure, and not in the American 
waters where the seizures were made. 
There is no basis for the suggestion 
that the law will not be administered 
fairly as the prize courts see the law, 
There is room for saying that there is 
no presumption in favor of American 
views of international law in Euro- 
pean courts, whatever their learning 
or fairness. 

The case of the ships is only an 
example. There are many subjects 
upon which American agreement is 
desirable, and the Ambassador from 
Argentina is a good apostle of the 
idea. He is known to many in con- 
nection with his eloquent remarks in 
this city during this war on the 
Argentine maxim ‘“ Victory gives no 
right.” Neither do treaties always 
give rights, but they do confirm 
rights. From many points of view 
there is need of solidarity of opinion 
between American nations upen sub- 
jects of primary interest to them, and 
containing seeds of disagreement with 
friendly nations whose’ primary in- 
terests lie over-seas. It is to be re- 
marked also. that the subject is 
brought forward following President 
Wi.s0n’s suggestion of ‘ partner- 
ship” between American nations. 
Some have called this a substitution 
of the Wilson doctrine for the Monroe 
doctrine, and of partnership. for pro- 
tectorate relations. But the Monroe 

doctrine contained no trace of a pro- 
tectorate, and it remains to be seen 
how practicable is the idea of a 
partnership. 

The United States has carried its 
disagreement regarding the treatment 
of its vessels to a friendly adjustment 
without assistance. It.can hardly be 
said that there is an equality of need 
between the cases of the United 
States and its sister republics, If 
there is to be equality in the “ac- 
cord” Argentina proposes it appears 
that the United States is in danger of 
being in a minority with those whose 
views of law are dissimilar, however 
their interests may be-alike. No dis-

Anglo-Saxon, Even upon a subject 
go. little -contentioug as the ordinary 
‘commercial bill of exchange, there are 
‘two systems of law which survive 
every attempt at unification, al- 
though persistent through ages, The 
failure of the Declaration of London 
as a universal statement of inter- 
national law is a. warning against 
optimism regarding the easy assimi- 
lation of views between. nations 
which are American indeed, but which 
haye inherited different-~systems of 
jaw, and have points of. view. very 
different sometimes, despite, similarity 
of ititerests. Yet this very illustration 
is an encouragement. It was a great 
advance in commercial law when the 
varying commercial practices of many 
nations were reduced practically to 
two leading systems. In like manner, 
reserving opinion regarding the posi- 
tion of the United States for fuller 
information, it risks nothing to say 
that Argentina will make a great step 
forward if it shall succeed in uniting 
Latin-American nations. It is sure 
that then agreement with the United 
States will be easier. It may remain 
true that the indisposition of the 
United States toward entangling 
alliances may be difficult to over- 
come even upon this continent. Too 
often have the views of the con- 
tinent’s premier nation been mis- 
understood and misrepresented for the 
fact to be forgotten either by the 
United States or by those rfow seek- 
ing a contract for what. they have 
had as a gift, and which they are sure 
of still. In any case Argentina’s 
overtures are to be encouraged, 
whether or not they are to be ac- 
cepted. .

THE WORLD AS A TRADE UNIT. 

“The economic map of the world is 
being remade,” said the Chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission ad- 
dressing the Manufacturers’ Export 
Association. There cannot be a doubt 
of it as regards either labor, capital, 
politics, or any factor that any of 
them can control. Labor and capital 
saw it first. The “integration” of 
industry is ridiculed only by those 
who do not appreciate the idea or its 
results. The industry which owns its 
mines, its ore carriers, and all other 
facilities:so that the raw material can 
be controlled from the earth to the 
consumer without losing the heat of 
the smelter can produce cheaper than 
any competitor not so situated. It is 
not in human nature to sell any more 
cheaply than is necessary, and the 
profits of the most efficient are 
rightly the difference between his 
costs of production and-the price set 
by the next least efficient producer. 
The true extortioners are not the most 
efficient, for they are not under 
necessity to earn profits by extortion 
which they can get more easily and 
more congenially by economy and 
organization. The incompetent pro- 
ducers are the sweaters of labor, and 
alternately the price raisers to the 
limit that the efficient wiH allow 
and the price cutters to the depths of 
their necessity. The world is the unit 
of the integrated industry. It brings 
its materials from over seas, and 
distributes its product wherever men 
buy. To interfere with the integra- 
tion of industry on the side of either 
production or distribution is to inter- 
rupt an economic process. The only 
exception is on the side of morality of 
conduct. The profits of immoral con- 
duct can be limited by the rule of 
reason, and should be, 

Labor integration rivals the in- 
tegration of capital. It is limited 
neither by trades nor by national 
boundaries. Unions now are both 
international and intertrade in char- 
acter, and number their membership 
by millions in units as comprehensive 
as the capitalists. The old idea of 
organisation by trades has been suc- 
ceeded by organization by productive 
units. It is no longer the strategy of 
advanced labor thinkers to strike by 
classes of labor, and expose them- 
selves to conquest in detail. ‘‘ The 
injury of one is the concern of all.’’ 
When any class of labor has a 
grievance it is supported by all 
clagses, so’ that a strike is by armies, 
and any industry may be stopped: in 
totalitv. At the present moment 
there is danger of a strike involving 
all classes of labor on 485 American 
railways, The relation. of society to 
the integration of labor is the same 
as to the integration of capital 
Wages cannot be controlled by rea- 
son, for the wage-earners are as 
much entitled to judge the sufficiency 
of their wages as the capitalist is to 
judge his profits. But wages can be 
controlled on the side of conduct. Un- 
economic wages are as immoral as 
uneconomic: profits, and the methods 
by which they are obtained can prop- 
erly be controlled, and must be con- 
trolled. Otherwise the integration of 
labor would result in labor taking all. 
There will be no profits if the avowed 
purpose of labor integrators is at- 
tained. Profits and savings are the 
sources of capital, and if capital is to 
be abolished all that the world has 
gained by capital will be lost. 

The Government of the United 
States alone opposes integration of 
capital, at. the same time supporting 
the integration of labor, without per- 
ceiving the inconsistency, and with- 
out considering whither the prosecu- 
tion of such a policy will lead, the 
country at a time when other politi- 
cal units are integrating themselves. 
There are those who believe that the 
werld war is economic in_its origins. 
There can be none to doubt that it 
will be economic in its results. The 
opposing forces are coalescing. into 





opposing economic units as fast as 


pacing ergeicths lions rye 


the integration of private -units. 
Tariffs. can-be made by a cq-opera- 
tion of nations as well as by the co- 
operation of politicians within a 
single nation. This country’s experi- 
ence may well show the way. On our 
portion of the North American con- 
tinent trade is free, and is one factor 
of such prosperity as the world never 
saw elsewhere, and can never repro- 
duce otherwise. War has consolidated 
the British Empire politically in a 
manner which meyer cquld have been 
produced in peace. The British Em- 
pire will be but one among several 
nations that will integrate their tariff 
policies after the war. Another inte- 
gration among a rival group of simi- 
lar proportions is under formation. 


Here again the principle already sug-| 


gested should be applied, Free 
integration for economic efficiency 18 
rather to be encouraged. Its tendency 
is beneficial, and the yltimate unit is 
the world. But the integration of na- 
tional interests, like~any other, must 
be moral. It cannot be allowed to be 
integration by conquest, in the man- 
ner of the bad trusts, the dynamiting 
unions, or nations seeking profit by 
the sword, and at the expense of the 
vanquished. On these matters Uncle 
Sam is a veritable Babe in the Woods. 
One of our Presidents was never able’ 
to see any robbery in the tarift. 
Another said he was a child in busi- 
ness, The United States needs lead- 
ers who know what is passing in the 
minds of both labor and capital 
everywhere, and who are prepared to 
meet the danger by strength of char- 
acter rather than by artifice either 
before or after election. There is 
nothing so real as ideas, and there are 
large ideas up for settlement, while 
the proposals for settlement are on 
the smallest scale.

Times by its special correspondent in 
Berlin, the London papers were enabled 
this week very strikingly to illustrate 
the peculiar conditions and the peculiar 
hardships that have been created by the 
war for those who can send communi- 
cations to other countries only by radio 
telegraphy. 

Of course the London papers had no 
right to use that message when and as 
they did, except as they acquired a right 
from the assumption by the British Gov- 
ernment, as a military necessity, of the 
right to do what it pleases~and tan— 
with communications of eny kind sent to 
or from an énemy country. It was 
through the exercise of that govern- 
mental right, which would be more cor- 
rectly described, perhaps, as a govern- 
mental power, that what was then pri- 
vate property came into the possession 
of the London papers. 

As it chanced in this instance, we are 
rather glad than sorry or indignant, and 
Germany would not complain, that the 
dispatch should have been treated as it 
was, but it is easy to conceive of cir- 
cumstances in which we would not have 
liked such a proceeding at all. Still 
easier is it to understand the dissatis- 
faction which Germany feels over its de- 
Privation of the privilege—in time of 
peace unquestioned and unrestricted by 
eanybody—of direct and private commu- 
nication with its diplomatic representa- 
tives abroad. Germany’s dissatisfac- 
tion with the existing state of affairs, 
however, should be, whether it is or not, 
mitigated by her knowledge that if cir- 
cumstances permitted she would do to 
her enemy exactly what her enemy is 
doing to her. 

Possibly enough, she would de even 
more, for it is by no means an incon- 
siderable concession that Germany is al- 
lowed to send what she pleases to Wash- 
ington by cable, provided she does it in 
the code used by the United States Am- 
bassador to Berlin. 

The episode emphasizes the often for- 
gotten fact that a wireless dispatch is 
sent out in every other direction, as well 
as to the one destination for which it is 
intended. On the way it is practically 
public property, and can be ‘“‘ taken’’ 
by anybody interested and provided with 
the proper equipment.

RIGHTS OF PEDESTRIANS. 


Some Court of Appeals Decisions— 
Dangers of Central Park West. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Regarding the respective rights of pedes- 
trians and teams‘on the city streets, what 
follows may be of interest to your readers, 
though it is possible that later decisions 
may have modified the views expressed. 


In January, 1908, the Merchants’ Associa- 


tion of New York instructed its Committee 
on Engineering and Sanitation, ef which I 
became Chairman, to make an investigation 
and report upon the passenger transportation 
service in New York. Its report was sub- 
mitted in July, 1903, and printed in a volume 
of some 200 pages. 

The question of the respective rights of 
pedestrians and teams on the streets was a 
subject of inquiry, and a series of questions 
was addressed to Emmet R. Alcott, through 
the legal committee of the association, the 
first of which was: 


What are the respective rights of pedes- 
trians and of velticles upon the roadway 
as distinguished from the sidewalk—dis- 
criminating, if necessary, between the 
rights of the pedestrian upon cross-walks 
and upon other parts of streets? 

To these questions Mr. Alcott replied on 
March 16, 1903, as follows, (see ‘‘ Passenger 
Transportation Service in the City of New 
York,’’ page 202:) 

1.—The answer to the first question is 
succinctly given in the following language 
used by the Court of Appeals of this State: 

‘‘ Neither footmen nor teams have any 
right of way superior to the other. They 
each have the right in common, and equally 
with the other,’’—Barker vs, Savage, 45 
N. Y. 106; 58 N. Y, 245, 


‘*A person on foot hag a right to cross 
the street where he pleases,’’—Moebus vs. 
Herrman, 108 N, Y, 349, 

Judging from their aetions, New York 
teamsters and automobile drivers are ignorant 
of, or purposely disregard, this view of the 
laws of the State.

Ivan Narodny has tried to discredit my 
recent letter to THH TIMES on Finland’s 
interests in the world crisis by means of a 
lengthy ethnological and historical argument, 
to which I hereby submit my reply, making 
it as short as I can: 

The object ef my contribution to the war 
discussion was to call attention to the great 
injustice done to one small nation in quarters 
to which we used to look for sympathy and 
encouragement, through the current misrep- 
resentation of facts intimately connected with 
our case. If I had not accurately stated the 
feelings of the majority of Finlanders, I 
should be thankful for corrections—but not 
from Mr, Narodny. Russians who have 
lived some time in Finland’’ and talk about 
what they ‘‘ can hear openly ’’ are not fit to 
bear witness against natives of the country 
who know things which, on account of police 
rule and censorship, are not heard in the 
open. 

Mr. Narodny’s false ideas about Swedes

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A telegram from London, dated Dec. 
21, which appeared in the columns of 
Tue Timms and of some other papers, 
purporta to give the conténts of a dis- 
patch to The London Times to the ef- 
fect that “all Armenians in Adrianople 
have either been massacred or deported 
by the Bulgarians, 1600 men being de- 
ported to Asia Minor,” and that 
“many were placed on sailing vessels 
bound for Asia Minor.” 

Unless we suppose that in the trans- 
mission of the above dispatch the word 
* Bulgarians”’ was by mistake .substi- 
tuted for ‘‘ Turks,’’ the whole story is 
sheer nonsense. In the first place, 
Adrianople is not in Bulgaria or under 
Bulgarian rvfe. In the second place, 
the deported could not have been sent 
to Asia Minor “on sailing vessels,” 
because Adrianople is an inland town at 
least 150 miles from the sea, and all 
the interniediate territory between it 
and the sea is under Turkish rule. 

But the strangest part of the dis- 
patch is that what the first half of it 
asserts“is contradicted by the pr, ee 
halt, namely, that a memoria! had 
presented (by Armenians, of course,) to 
the Bulgarian Government “ invoking 
interference in behalf of the persecuted 
Armenians” and giving ‘‘a frightful 
picture of their sufferings in Asia Minor 
at the hands of the Turkish authorities.” 
Every sensible man will see that the 
Armenians could not very well .ask 
the Bulgarian Government to interfere 
against its own doings or its own au- 
thorities. The whole dispatch is evi- 
dently an intentional or unintentional 
muddle. 

The truth of the matter is that of all 
the peoples in the Near’ Hast the Ar- 
menians and the Bulgarians have inva- 
riably maintained most kindly and 
friendly relations with each other. At 
the time of the m res in 1896, 
when Greece and Rumani& refused them 
any asylum, thousands of Armenians 
fled for refuge to Bulgaria, where they 
were kindly received and treated. A 
large number of them have permanent- 
ly established themselves in the coun- 
try, and during the Balkan wars many 
of them fought in the Bulgarian ranks. 
During the recent persecutions, also, 
hundreds of Armenians who succeeded 
in making their escape from Con- 
stantinople or other places found safety 
in Bulgaria. A memorial presented by 
an Armenian deputation, last August, 
to the Bulgarian Prime Minister, beg- 


|ging for Rulgaria’s interference in be- 


half of the Armenians, was officially 
forwarded to the Turkish Government, 
while the Bulgarian press unanimously 
took up their defense and urged upon 
Turkey their better tredtment.

For the second time in 300 years of 
arctic endeavor the Northeast Passage, 


‘between Bering Sea and Buropean 


waters, has been made. In July, 1914, 
Captain B. A. Vilkitski of the Russian 
Navy left Viadivostok with the purpose 
of attempting this ‘journey which has 
baffled the efforts of so many hardy sea-. 
men. He was in command of two small 
ice breakers which the Russian Govern- 
ment built for arctic work in 1910—the 
Taimyr, a transport, and the Vaigatch, 
both ranking among the best vessels es- 
pecially designed for arctic ‘work. It 
was with these vessels that Vilkitski, in 
1918, discovered Nicholas II. Land, a 
great island about fifty miles northwest 
of Cape Chelyuskin, the most northern 
point of Asia. The northern coast of this 
island was traced for some thirty miles, 
and its towering mountains were sti)l 
seen stretching into the unknown be- 


nj yond. Judging from the drift of Nan- 


sen’s Pram, whoSe course was compar- 
atively straight for a long distance be- 
fore it turned west, it is thought by 
arctic authorities that Nicholas II. Land, 
to the west of the Fram’s drift, is at 
least 200 miles long. 

On hiS present journey, Captain Vil- 
kitski made further exploration of this 
island, of which we have, as yet, no

On his last journey, Captain Vilkitski 
succeeded in passing around the point 
of Cape Chelyuskin before Winter set in. 
This was a conspicuous success, for very 
few vessels have ever passed that for- 
midable promontory. Its point Hes in 
about 78 degrees north latitude, about 
half way between the arctic cirele and 
the north pole. This long: finger of 
Asia, crowned with mountains, in strik- 
ing contrast with the gentle slope of the 
great Siberian plain behind it, is terrify- 
ing in aspect and usually blocks the way 
against all arctic adventurers. 

But though the fortunate Vilkitski 
passed the cape with flying colors, he 
waged an unsuccessful battle with the 
ice beyond, and the best he could do 
was to turn. down the west side of the 
cape and take refuge for the Winter of: 
1914-15 in Talmyr Bay, close to the main- 
land, about 150 miles to the south, 

Captain Vilkitski was beginning to set- 
tle down at his Winter quarters when 
something very interesting occurred 
about eighty miles away. A ship to the 
west that had tried to double the cape 
and had failed found a little inlet on the 
west side of it, well down the coast, and 
hove to there for the Winter. .It was 
Captain Sverdrup, wh, years ago, ‘dis- 
covered: the great archipelago to the 
west of Bllesmere Land, in Nansen’s 
exploring .vesse] Fram. Sverdrup had 
been sent out from Europe to hunt for 


started, for home with their three ships, 
and. they reached Archangel, Russiay- 
without mishap late in September. Vil- 
kitski had most successfully made the 
continuous voyage from Viadivostok: to 
Europe without the loss of a. singl®@ 
member of his crew. No further details 
of his great voyage are as yet available, 
byt they will probably soon be pub-, 
lished. 

Most attempts of Buropean countries 
to find a comparatively short passage 
from the Atlantic to Oriental countries 
were by way of the Northwest Passage, 
north of America, because, having first 
tried the Northeast Passage and, ia 
every instance having met with dire 
failure, they concentred attention upon 
the Northwest Passage as probably 
more feasible. Practically all the 
arctic expeditions from Sir John. Ross 
to Sir John Franklin were fitted out 
most of all to find the Northwest Pas- 
sage. The passage was found during 
the search for the lost party of Sir 
John Franklin, but it was never trav- 
ersed by a ship till Amundsen took his 
little boat, the Gjoa, thr ough it in Am 
gust, 1905. 

The attempts to make the Northeast 
Passage began with the hardy Dutch 
sailor Barents, in 1595, whose party 
was the first to spend the dark Winter 


The only 
achievement of the Northeast Passage 
prior to Vilkitski’s success was by Baron 
A. HB. Nordenskjéld, who sailed from 
Tromsé with his Swedish expédition in 
June, 1878, triumphed over the great.

MORRISON HEADY DIES AT 86

Kentucky’s - Blind-Deaf Poet and | 


__ Author Was Children’s Friend.” _ 

News was received here yesterday of 
the death, at Louisville, Ky., of ‘Mor- 
rison .Heady, the blind-deaf poet of 
Kentucky... The old man, affectionately 
known as “ Uncle Morry ’’ to thousands 


of * nieces ”" and “ nephews * in -his 
home city and to many other who have 
migrated to various cities, was one of 
the most charming old-fashioned racon- 
teurs of children’s tales, tne author of 
several books of prose and poetry, and 
an amateur inventor of resourcerulness 
and skill. He recently completed, at 
the age of 86 years, his latest works, 
a book of juvenile tales and a novel, 
and efforts were being made by friends 
in this city to find a publisher for them, 
when the old man died. 

Mr. Heady was born in Spencer Coun- 
ty. Ky., in 1829. He had only a tog- 
cabin school training in the rudiments 
of. education when, in his childhood, he 
lost the sight of both eyes through acci- 
dents, and suffered a fall from horse- 
back that brought on gradual deafness, 
becoming compiete in his fortieth year.. 
Despite his double handicap, he con- 
tinued to educate himself, reading vora- 
ciously whatever he could find, party 
through the eyes of kind friends who 
would read to him, partly through em- 
bossed print, which he studied at the 
Kentucky Institute for the Blind and 
tHe Ohio Institute. In the course of the 
years thereafter he acquired gradually 
one of the !argest private collections of 
books for the blind in the country, 
which several years ago he presented to 
the Louisville Public Library. 

His sole means of communication with 
the outer world was a linen glove 
stamped with the letters of the alpha- 
bet. There‘was searcely a schoolchild 
in Louisville to whom: the tall, white- 
haired and white-bearded man was not 
a dear and familiar sight, as he swung 
sturdily through the streets, tapping 
his heavy cane with a sound as cherry 
as his smile. The children loved to spell 
their names and little messages on his 
glove and to beg him for a story. The 
grown-ups, however, pointed to him 
as a living sermon on contentedness and 
optimism. Materially, he had little to: 
be. contented for.| But even his most 
intimate confidants scarcely ever heard 
him complain. In his last illness to 
friends who visited him at the hospital, 
he still spcke hopefully of his two un- 
published books, and discussed new 
plans of work in connection with them. 

Among Mr. Heady’s early friends 
were the poet Whittier and his sister, 
Laura Bridgman, another . famous 
blind-deaf worker; the grammarian, 
Butler, and later Helen Keller. His 
own works included ‘‘ Burl,’”’ a vigorous 
story of pioneer life in Kentucky; ‘* The 
Farmer Boy,” a life of Washington, 
““The Red Moccasins,’”’ and his book of 
poems, ‘‘ The Double Night and Other 
Poems.”’ Mr. Heady left a sister, who 
is within a year of his own age.

London Express Hints That Ford 
Pilgrims Are Responsible.

Lloyd Melvill Byngham pecame a mem- 
ber of the Ford peace party against the 
wishes of his wife. He was a friend of 
Mr. Ford. At the home of the Bing- 
hams, at 103 Riverside Drive, it was 
said yesterday that Mrs. Bingham was 
traveling with a theatrical company in 
Texas. 

Mr. Bingham married Amelia Smiley 

in 1900, and since then had acted as her 
manager. Before that he had been a 
stage director. He was about 50 years 
old. 
Several years ago Mr. Bingham _ was 
said to have been successful in Wall 
Street. He was known as a man of 
quick temper, and three times his name 
came before the public as the result of 
fistic arguments. In 1896 he became in- 
volved in a dispute with Robert Hilliard 
in Philadelphia and they came to blows. 
In 1904, following an unfavorable criti- 
cism of one of Mrs. Bingham’s plays by 
Acton Davies, Mr. Bingham and Mr. 
Davies fought in the Hoffman House. In 
1910 Mr. Bingham and John Lane Con- 
nor, an actor, had a physical encounter 
in a hotel in Cleveland. 

Mr. Bingham was a member of sev- 
eral clubs, including the Lambs, and 
was a member of the Elks and the Ma- 
sons. He was High Priest of Mecca 
peu of the Order of the Mystic 

hrine. 


President of the German Savings

Alfred Roelker, President of the Ger- 
man Savings Bank and a member of 
many historical and scientific societies, 


died yesterday at his home, 41 West 
Thirty-ninth Street, after an illness of 
two days.

Dr. Daniel Giraud Elliot, zoologist and 
writer, died of pneumonia last night at 
his heme, 120 Bast Thirty-fourth 
Street. He was 80 years old. He had 
been ill about ten days. 

Dr. Blliot had been associated with 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory since its beginning. He was born 
in New York and after receiving an 
academic education. specialized in 
zoology. From 1856 to 1878 he trav- 


eled in Europe, Africa, Palestine, and 
Asia Mincr, and later in Canada, Alas- 
ka, and South America. 

In 1896 he led an expedition into Bast 
Africa and two years i:ater explored the 
recesses of the Olympic Mountains, and 
was the first naturalist to penetrate that 
range. 

He had been Supervisory Curator of 
the Field Museum of Natural History of 
Chicago since 1895: He was decorated 
ten times by foreign Governments for 
work in natural science. He was a mem- 
ber of the Royal Society of Edinburgh 
and many other scientific societies. 

Dr. Elliot was the author of many 
books on natural history, including 
“New and Heretofore Unfigured Birds 
of North America ’”’, ‘‘ The Phasianidae, 
or Pheasants ’’, ‘‘ Review of the Pri- 
mates ’”’ in three volumes, and ‘ Wild 
Fowl of the United States and British 
Possessions.’ 

His daughter, Miss Margaret Hender- 
son Elliott survives.

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 22.—The Rev. Dr. 


John H. bib. aged 64, for twenty 
years a President of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board of the Reformed Church, 
died at his home here late today.

President Williams for Fulton 
Street Subway Under 
Certain.Conditions. ~ 


WORRIEDOVERSTEEL OPTION 


Says Upper Structural Work Is to 
“be Costly Unless Bargain Offer 
is Seized by Jan. 15.

Timothy 8. Williams, President of the 
B. R. ¥., said yesterday that he would, 
under certain conditions, favor a pub- 
way rather than an elevated line 
in Fulton Street, Brooklyn. How- 
ever he was pessimistic about the pian 
to raise $4,600,000 by assessment of 
property owners, who would be benefit- 
ed by abandonment of the elevated. 

His remarks were made in the course 
of an appeal to the Ryblic Service Com- 
mission for leave to exercise an option 
on steel, which was given him by 
the American Bridge Company end 
which was to remain open until 
Jan. 15, 1616. The Bridge Com- 
pany had. offered to supply the B. 
R. T., at $48 a ton, with 14,000 tons, 
which was needed for third tracking 
the Fulton Street. elevated, but the of- 
fer was good only until Dec. 15. 

The protests of the Committee ef One 
Hundred held back the commission from 
assenting to that bargain, and the 
Bridge Company made a new offer, epen 
until Jan. 15, to supply the steel at>$46 
a ton. If that option is not exercised, 
Mr. Williams anticipates, it will be nec- 
essary to pay as high as $60 or $65 a 
ton for the steel. He added that the 
city’s returns from the dual system 
would be reduced as the steel price rose: 

He pointed out, however, that, after. 
the order had been sent in, some months 
would elapse before the American 
Bridge Company actually got to the 
fabrication of the steel, and he said he 
would agree to a subway instead of an 
elevated, provided those who advocated 
the subway could show that they had 
a practicable plan before fabrication of 
the steel began, and provided the B. R. 


T. reeeived acceptable terms from the 
city with respect to the subway. 

These terms, he said, would congist 
mainly in a grant to the company .of 
rights in the new subway along Liv- 
ingston Street and Lafayette Avenue 
equivalent to those which the B. R. T. 
would enjoy if it third tracked the Ful- 
ton Street elevated line. That is to say, 
it must possess a perpetual franchise in 
the. new subway for two of the tracks, 
while the third should be gubject to the 
reeapture clause of the dual system 
contract, and would in any case become 
the property of the city after forty-nine 
years. 

This offer from Mr. Williams came at 
the close of a long adjourned hearing 
on the Fulton Street question, at which 
Chairman Oscar S. Straus presided and 
Commissioners Hayward, Williams, and 
Wood were present. William R. Will- 
cox, who was Chairman of the commis- 
sion at the time the dual system con- 
tracts were signed, was present as coun- 
sel for the Committee of One Hundred. 
Chairman Straus asked him to explain 
why he would now modify contracts he 
had. done so much to negotiate. 

Mr. Willcox replied that he had al- 
ways held it would be impossible to 
substitute a subway for an elevated 
line unless the B. R. T. assented to it, 
but he now understood that Mr. Will- 
iams was willing. 

He also pointed out that the city was 
planning to spend $4,000,000 on the re- 
moval of the elevated below Boerum 
Place, from Fulton Street to Adams 
Street, and that this would result in 
general improvement of the‘berough in 
that district, He therefore believed 
there should be a subway instead of 
an elevated line. 

Mr. Willcox referred to the law passed 
about two years ago, which made it pos- 
sible to construct a subway with money 
raised by the assessment of the abutting 
property owners, and this brought from 
Commissioner Hayward a doubt as to 
whether that legislation would be up- 
held in the courts. 

a hasn’t been declared constitu- 
tional yet,’’ said the Colcnel, “* but it 
will be tested when the Utica Avenue 
elevated case gets into court.’’

TANGLE IN SCHOOL BOARD. 


Some Members Contend Mayor Is 
Late In-Appointments, 


There are some members of the Board 
of Education who contend that as 
Mayor Mitchel did not appoint the new 
members of the board in November, he 
cannot now do s0 legally. Those whose 
terms of office will expire on Jan. 1, 
next, are thus, it is argued, continued 
in these places for another five years: 
Section 1,061 of the Revised Charter 
reads: , 

The members of the Board of Education 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and hold 
office for the term of five years. On the 

first Monday of February the said board 

shall organize by electing one of its mem- 
bers as President. In the month of No- 
vember, prior to the expiration of the re- 
spective terms of office of the members of 
the Board of Education, the Mayor ghall 
appoint their successors, to serve for the 
full term of five years from the first day 
of January following. The terms for' 
which said appointments are made shall be 
designated in the certificates of appoint- 
ment of such members. 

Mayor Mitchel did not make his ap- 
pe:ntments last year until December, 
but no opposition was offered to the 
persong he named acting as members 
of the board.. This year, it is said, 
there may he different action, owing to 
the respective activiiies of the Board 
of Education and the Board of Esti- 
mate. The question of the legality of 
the appointments this year would be 
important as affecting the yote for 
President.

URGE A SPECIAL RULE. 


Prohibition and Suffrage Pressure 
Exerted on House Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Pressure is 
being brought to bear to obtain a 
special rule from the House Rules Com- 
mittee for the early consideration of the 
nation-wide prohibition resolution and 
the woman suffrage resolution. These 
resolutions have not yet been before 
the committee having jurisdiction over 
them; the prohibition measure is yet to 
be introduced. 

Chairman Robert L. Henry said today 
it was uncertain what the Rules Com- 


mittee would do. Mr. Henry personally 
is opposed to both woman suffrage and 
prohibition as national issues; he be- 
lieves these questions should be settled 
by the States, But there is a pros- 
pect that Mr. Henry and his commit- 
tee colleagues will not care to assume 
the responsibility of denying the pro- 
penents of the legislation a vote in the 
House Without a special rule there is 
likelihood that neither resolution would 
be reached during the session. 

Among those who have discussed a 
special rule with members of the Rules 
Committee is Representative . Webb, 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
who is to introduce the resolution pro- 
posing a constitutional amendment for 
nation-wide prohibition. Mr. Webb said 
his committee would report favorably on 
prohibition, but asked a rule to expe- 
dite consideration. __ . - 

Members of the Rules Committee are 
in a dilemma. They are aware that both 
resolutions are ‘‘ loaded ’”’ politically and 
that probably most legislators would 
prefer not to e a vote on the eve of 
a political campaign. 


HELD AS BOGUS COLLECTOR. 


Alfred Scott Accused of Getting 
$10,000 from Gas Consumers. 


In the last year the Consolidated Gas 
Company had receivéé more than 400 
complaints from persons who said they 
had paid gas bills to a bogus collector, 
and the amount thus paid totaled nearly 
$10,000, so several detectives, under 
Agent E.. J. Kenny, set to work, and 
last night they arrested Alfred Scott in 
his home at 645 East 180th Street, the 
Bronx, They gay Scott is the man who 
has made these collections, and he has 
@ prison record, according to the police, 
showing that he has been sent to the 
reformatory and to the penitentiary on 
three occasions for similar offenses. 

Mr. Kenny said that Scott was ex- 
tremely clever, citing an instance when 
he presented a bogus gas bill at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Morrison in Fox Street 
the Bronx, and discovered after he ha 
done so that the apartment was 
equippd with a slot meter. 

**Oh!’’ he exclaimed, according to Mr. 
Kenny, getting his bill back and pretend- 
ing to examine it, ‘it's my mistake. 
Your .meter was out of order last month, 
and the company owes you 12 cents. 
have it here for you.”’ 

Then, according to Mr. Kenny, he 

ssed over the 12 cents, took a receipt 
rom Mrs. Morrison, and left. Two days 
later the apartment was robbed and most 
of Mr. Morrison’s clothing, which, the 
agent said, would just fit Scott, was 
stolen. 

Mr. Kenny said that Scott had oper- 
ated in Brooklyn, Yonkers and Hobo- 
ken, and had made a fortune in’ the 
past year. His method, the agent said, 
was to rob the letter boxes in apart- 
ment houses of the gas bills, remove 
them from the company’s envelopes,

The restaurant of John Mikolaus at 
105 Second Avenue was well filled at 8:30 
o’elock last night when a erowd of sev- 
eral hundred striking waiters gathered 
outside and began to shout to the wait- 
ers within to join them. Some of the 
men had been in the employ of Mikeleus 
for twenty years and had determined 
not to join the genera] strike. 

The hooting outside continued for a 
few minutes, then a group of strik- 
ers entered, expostulated with the wait- 
ers within, and, when they had no ef- 
feet on them, turned to the diners, ask- 
ing them not to patronize a “ seab res- 
taurant’ Most ef those at the tables 
had dined nightly with Mikolaus for 
years and they declined to-leave. 

The strikers went outside and reported 
to the crowd, and then there was a rush 
on the place, Mirrors were broken. 
Bricks were hurled through the win- 
dows. Tables were overturned, Men 
and women were shoved aside as the 
strikers bore down on the waiters 
within. 


Mikolaus was dragged onto the side- 
walk, where the crowd fell upon and 
beat him. In the seuffle his diamond 
pin worth §275 was removed from his 
tie and $40 was taken from a pocket.. 
In another pocket $900 escaped un- 

oticed. _ The strikers sought out John 
Mikolaus, Jr., also, but the young man, 
a husky youth, was more than a match 
for all who could re him. He 
knocked down man after man _ until 
someone gtruck him on the head with a 
blackjack. Although the wound re- 
quired five stitches later to sew it up, 
it did net step Mikolaus and he was 
still fighting when Policeman Doyle of 
the Fifth Street Station ran up, saw 
the mob, now numbering nearly 1,000, 
and sent in a call for the reserves. 

he strikers slunk away at the ap- 
proach of the policemen, and the re- 
serves gathered in thirty or forty from 
among whom young Mikolaus picked 
out eight men who, he said, had led the 
fighting in the restaurant. They were 
arrested and taken to Night Court. 

Mikolaus and his son, after a doctor 
had attended them, followed, and when 
Mikolaus told of his loss of his pin and 
his money Magistrate Levy sent the 
eight men back to the Fifth Street Sta- 
tien to be arraigned this ng in the 
Yorkville Court on charges of grand 
larceny or robbery.

Roche Char.es Shifting of Collateral 
Deposited in Trust. 


Frank W. Roche of Pelham Manor, 
one time part owner of the Motor Worid 
Publishing Company and the Bicycling 
World Company, brought suit yester- 
day in the Federal District Court for 
an injunction against Joseph Goodman 
of Hartford, Conn.; the A. B. Swetland 
Company, and the State Bank and 
Trust Company of Hartford, alleging an 
attempt to deprive him of some of the 
security of certain bonds he owned.

MEYER LONDON REPORTS. 


Socialist Congressman Tells Constit- | 
uents Wilson Is a Big Man. 


Meyer London, Socialist Congressman 
from the Twelfth District, told nearly 
1,000 persons, representing every na- 








tionality, assembled in Publie School 4, 
at Rivington and Pitt Streets, last night 
that they mist not expect too much 
from him because the complexity of 
committee rules in Congress tended to 
prevent a Congressman from “‘ doing 
very much.” ~ 

He declared himself strongly in favor 
of the Pan-Americanism in the Presi- 
cent’s Message. So far, he said, Presi- 
cent Wilson had impressed him as “a 
big man behind -whose big back, many 
Democrats were trying to hide their 
own littieness.’’ 

As to preparedness, however, Con- 
gressman London thought President 
Wilson was “frightened by a mere 
Shadow flung across the ocean by the 
nightmare of war that is being enacted 
on the other side.” Theoretically, Mr. 
London, said he. himself.was in favor 
of preparedness, but he was opposed to 
the present agitation because he thought 
it ‘‘largely foolish, artificial, and to a 
great extent political and entirely unjus- 
tifiable.’’ : 

He urged all naturalized citizens to 
abandon the hyphen, renounce all 
allegiance to the countries from which 
they came and merge themselves heart 
and soul with the mass of the Ameri- 
can people. He spoke at length of 
the resolution hs introduced to have 
the United States act in concert with 
other neutral nations to bring about 
world peace. , 

Congressman London expects to meet 
his east side constituents for a talk 
once every month.

George W. Sheldon & Co., Chicago, 
were sustained yesterday by the 
Board ‘of General Appraisers in the 
contention that trimmings belonging 
to A. B.’ Fiedler & Co,, were properly 
dutiable at 50-per cent. as composed 
in chief value of beads or. spangles.
